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*  The  Government  of  Indonesia  recently  placed  new  regulations  on  cotton 
importers,  decreeing  that  1  ton  of  domestic  cotton  must  be  purchased  for  each 
10  tons  of  imported  cotton. 

*  U.S.  cotton  production  has  been  reduced  to  13.5  million  bales.  Cotton 
exports  during  the  first  4  months  of  1985/86  totaled  860,400  bales,  45  percent 
below  the  first  quarter  of  last  season.    The  total  1985/86  export  forecast  was 
reduced  to  2.8  million  bales. 

*  The  record  Pakistani  cotton  crop  now  is  estimated  at  5.0  million  bales. 
Pakistani  exports  may  reach  a  record  1.9  million  bales.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  72.1  million  bales,  up 
slightly  from  last  month's  estimate.    Small  changes  in  the  consumption 
estimates  for  India,  Egypt,  Pakistan,  and  France  account  for  the  revision. 
India's  estimate  increased  to  7.4  million  bales  (a  140,000-bale  increase) 
based  on  an  improved  supply  and  price  situation.    India's  estimate  increase 
was  partially  offset  by  decreases  in  the  Egyptian,  Pakistani,  and  French 
estimates. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  81.4  million  bales,  up  0.3 
million  from  December,  but  down  9  percent  from  last  year's  record  crop. 
U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  13.5  million  bales,  down  0.3  million  from 
last  month.    Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  67.9  million  bales,  up  0.6 
million,  from  December  but  down  9  percent  from  last  year's  record. 
Production  in  Pakistan  is  estimated  at  a  record  5.0  million  bales,  up  16 
percent  from  last  month  and  8  percent  from  last  year.    Despite  initial 
water  shortage  problems,  ideal  weather  conditions  during  the  growing  and 
harvesting  periods  boosted  yields  to  a  record  level.    Incteased  production 
is  also  anticipated  in  India  due  to  favorable  post-monsoon  rains.  Dry 
weather  conditions  continue  to  plague  both  the  Brazilian  and  Paraguayan 
cotton  crops.    Consequently,  lower  output  is  estimated  for  both  countries. 

The  U.S.  export  pace  continued  slow  and  failed  to  make  normal  seasonal 
adjustment.    November  exports  totaled  235,000  bales,  8  percent  above 
October,  but  54  percent  below  1984/85  and  49  percent  below  the  5-year 
1980-1984  average.    Cumulative  season-to-date  exports  totaled  860,000 
bales,  45  percent  below  the  same  period  of  last  season.    South  Korea  and 
Japan  are  the  leading  markets,  accounting  for  52  percent  of  all  exports. 
Only  Spain,  Egypt,  Ghana,  and  Zaire  have  taken  more  U.S.  cotton  than  a  year 
ago. 

The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  November  export  movement  slipped 
further  behind  the  normal  seasonal  pattern.    Export  movement  during  the  5 
weeks  ending  January  2  totaled  236,500  bales  (225,200  running  bales), 
sharply  below  the  December  1984  export  level  of  660,000  bales. 

Forecast  1985/86  world  cotton  trade  of  19.4  million  bales  is  expected  to  be 
below  1984/85  but  above  1983/84.    Most  foreign  cotton  exporters  report  good 
movement  capitalizing  on  the  inability  of  U.S.  cotton  to  be  price 
competitive.    Pakistan  forecasts  record  1985/86  exports  and  reports  over 
900,000  bales  have  already  been  exported  this  season.    Australia  also 
expects  record  exports  boosted  by  the  record  1984/85  crop.  Among 
traditional  foreign  exporters,  only  Turkey  and  Mexico  anticipate  declines 
this  season. 

World  1985/86  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at  51.3  million  bales,  a 
100,000  bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Brazil's  ending  stocks 
are  estimated  at  1.8  million  bales  (down  210  thousand  bales)  due  to 
decreases  in  supply.    Similarly,  decreases  occurred  in  the  estimates  for 
Egypt,  Turkey,  and  Paraguay.    The  changes  are  due  to  decreased  imports  to 
Egypt  and  decreased  supply  for  both  Turkey  and  Paraguay. 
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Monthly  average  international  prices  were  mixed  for  the  month  of  December. 
The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  48.38  cents  per  pound  -  37  points  above 
last  month's  average.    In  contrast,  the  "B"  Index  was  40.98  cents  per  pound 
(a  decrease  of  13  points),  more  in  line  with  the  general  downward  trend. 
The  upward  fluctuation  in  the  "A"  Index  probably  reflects  the  fact  that 
several  sellers  have  sold  out.    However,  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  cotton 
in  the  world  which  should  continue  the  downward  pressure  on  international 
prices. 

U.S.  quotations  continued  to  decline  for  the  month  of  December.  The 
average  monthly  Memphis  price  is  67.69  cents  per  pound  -  down  62  points 
from  last  month's  level.    Similarly,  the  Orl/Tex  SLM  "1"  price  continued 
downward  to  61.63  cents  per  pound  -  a  six  point  decline.    The  downward 
trend  continues  in  both  international  prices  and  U.S.  domestic  prices  has 
only  slightly  narrowed  the  gap  between  U.S.  and  competitor  quotes. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Government  of  Indonesia  recently  placed  new  regulations  on  cotton 
importers.    The  decree  provides  that  in  order  for  importers  to  open  the 
required  letter  of  credit,  1  ton  of  domestic  cotton  must  be  purchased  for 
each  10  tons  of  imported  cotton.    Mills  apparently  have  not  been  using 
domestic  cotton  previously  purchased  and  large  quantities  are  accumulating 
at  the  mills. 

With  cotton  exports  at  a  virtual  standstill,  the  Government  of  Turkey 
reduced  the  cotton  export  tax  rate  from  10  cents  for  Agean/Antalya  and  5 
cents  for  Cukurova  to  less  than  .1  cent  per  KG.  in  November.    This  effort 
is  aimed  at  encouraging  cotton  exports.    However,  at  early  December 
domestic  price  levels,  unless  further  devaluation  of  the  Turkish  lira  takes 
place,  cotton  would  still  not  likely  be  sold  in  international  markets. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

U.S.  imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  continued  large  in  November.  November 
imports  totaled  900.3  million  square  yard  equivalents  (SYE),  34.0  percent 
above  November  1984.    Cumulative  January-November  imports  totaled  9,953.3 
million  SYE,  4.5  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1984.    Cotton  products, 
at  39.1  percent,  showed  the  largest  gain  over  November  1984,  followed  by 
man-made  fiber  items  at  32.7  percent  above  last  year.    Imports  of  wool 
items  declined  8.4  percent.    The  actual  November  levels  were  cotton  items- 
370.9  million  SYE;  wool  items-18.3  million;  and  man-made  fiber  items-511.1 
million. 

The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continued  to  weaken  in  November.  Total 
imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  exceeded  exports  by  $12.6  billion  during 
January-November  1985,  an  increase  of  8.1  percent  over  the  deficit  a  year 
ago.    January -November  1985  imports  were  valued  at  $14.8  billion,  while 
exports  were  valued  at  $2.2  billion. 
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The  Customs  Service  has  announced  that  effective  February  1,  1986,  all 
'commercial  textile  imports  will  require  the  filing  of  a  formal  entry 
regardless  of  value.    Personal  shipments  will  not  be  affected  when 
accompanying  the  traveler  or  when  unaccompanied  unless  the  particular 
shipment  is  required  to  have  a  visa  or  an  exempt  certification. 

Early  January  polyester  quotations  indicate  higher  levels  in  Europe  and 
Japan  while  U.S.  and  Taiwanese  quotations  were  unchanged  from  last  month.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  of  upland  cotton  during  the  5-week  period 
November  29- January  2  were  90,400  running  bales  (RB),  7  percent  below  the 
November  rate  (See  Table  7).    Weekly  sales  averaged  18,100  RB.    Sales  by 
staple  length  were  85,000  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over,  8,100  RB  1  inch  to 
1-1/16"  and  a  reduction  of  2,700  RB  under  inch.    Major  buyers  were  Japan, 
South  Korea,  and  Canada.    Sales  of  Pima  cotton  were  5,200  RB  largely  to 
Switzerland. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  export  sales  continue  negligible.  Outstanding 
upland  sales  are  24,000  RB  compared  with  93,400  RB  at  this  time  last  year. 
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SPECIAL  SECTION— CHINA:    AN  EMERGING  FORCE  IN  WORLD  COTTON  PICTURE 


China  has  a  2000-year  history  of  cotton  production,  but  only  in  the  last 
two  seasons  has  emerged  as  an  important  supplier  in  international  cotton 
markets.    Before  the  turn  of  the  century,  China  produced  coarse,  short 
staple  Gossypium  arboreum  cotton.    Upland  cotton  varieties  from  the  United 
States  were  first  introduced  in  the  early  part  of  the  century  and  when  the 
Peoples  Republic  (PRC)  was  established  in  1949  had  reached  about  50  percent 
of  all  cotton  area.    Additional  varieties  from  the  United  States  have  been 
introduced  since  the  1950 's  and  form  the  basis  for  current  Chinese  upland 
varieties. 

China  has  five  major  cotton  producing  areas,  all  located  in  a  band  running 
19  degrees  to  45  degrees  north  latitude.    They  are  the  Yellow  River  Valley 
region,  the  Yangtze  River  Valley  region,  the  Northwest  Inland  region,  the 
North  China  Very  Short  Season  region,  and  the   South  China  region.  About 
60  percent  of  the  crop  is  produced  in  the  Yellow  River  valley  region  and  30 
percent  in  the  Yangtze  River  region.    All  is  Upland  cotton  except  about 
40,000  hectares  of  extra  long  staple  cotton  in  Xingiang  (Northwest  Inland 
Cotton  Producing  region) .    Cotton  accounts  for  about  one-third  of  all  cash 
crop  acreage  in  China. 

Production 

In  the  early  1930' s,  China  ranked  as  the  third  largest  cotton  producing 
country  in  the  world.    Production  declined,  however,  after  the  Japanese 
invasion  at  the  start  of  World  War  II.    At  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  in 
1949,  production  of  2.0  million  bales  ranked  fourth  behind  the  United 
States,  the  Soviet  Union,  and  India.    Increased  area  and  yields  pushed 
production  to  the  9-11  million  bale  level  in  the  mid  1960 's  where  it 
remained  until  the  flexible  policies  behind  the  recent  production  leaps 
were  initiated  at  the  Third  Plenum  of  the  Party  Central  Committee  in  1978. 
The  responsibility,  or  contract,  system  is  the  main  force  behind  the 
increase.    This  system  places  peasants  and  their  production  team  under  a 
contract  for  farm  output.    It  prescribes  rights  and  obligations  of  both 
sides  for  a  specified  period  and  stipulates  area  and  production  quotas. 
The  producers  arrange  their  own  farm  work.    They  must  provide  requirements 
by  the  state  (agricultural  tax)  and  collective  (public  accumulation  and 
welfare  funds).    The  remaining  production  belongs  to  the  producer.  Cotton 
prices  have  been  established  at  a  favorable  farm  level.    Price  levels  under 
the  responsibility  system  included  bonuses  set  at  a  higher  level  in  the 
North  than  in  the  South  to  encourage  additional  expansion  in  these  newer 
production  areas. 

Farm  production  grew  rapidly  under  these  incentives,  which  were  an  abrupt 
change  in  policy  from  the  "Big  Public  Pot"  philosophy  to  one  of    "to  each 
according  to  his  work".    In  the  1982/83  season,  China  became 
self-sufficient  for  the  first  time  in  almost  50  years.  Production 
increased  to  28.7  million  bales  in  1984/85.    In  late  1984,  China  announced 
a  change  in  general  policy  to  alleviate  the  rapidly  expanding  surplus 
supplies  by  shifting  future  emphasis  to  improved  quality  and  stabilized 
production.    Strict  production  controls  were  established  for  the  1985/86 
season.    The  1985/86  national  procurement  contract  was  set  at  19.5  million 
bales  and  the  national  production  target  at  20.7  million  bales.  Announced

1986/87  season  procurement  contract  levels  will  be  unchanged  from  1985/86. 
In  accordance  with  the  new  cotton  policy,  the  State  Cotton  and  Hemp 
Corporation  would  no  longer  purchase  all  cotton  offered  by  producers,  but 
only  that  specified  in  the  individual  contract.    Grower  prices  in  the  newer 
areas  in  the  North  were  reduced  for  both  1985/86  and  1986/87,  but  remain 
more  favorable  than  those  in  the  South.    Production  in  excess  of  the 
procurement  level  was  only  to  be  allowed  for  sale  by  producers  for  padding 
in  the  free  market.    Recent  reports  from  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Counselor  in 
Beijing  indicated,  however,  that  the  Provincial  governments  in  Xinjiang  and 
Hunan  have  authorized  above-quota  purchases  by  local  gins  at  the  base  price 
without  bonus.    Authorized  above-quota  purchases,  if  they  become 
widespread,  could  adversely  effect  efforts  to  restrict  plantings. 

Domestic  Marketing 

A  large  population  with  increasing  personal  income  and  a  grpwing  textile 
industry  which  focused  on  the  export  market  steadily  lifted  cotton 
consumption  and  prompted  large  cotton  imports  during  the  late  1970 's  and 
early  1980 's.    Domestic  consumption  increased  from  11.5  million  in  1975/76 
to  16. A  million  in  1982/83.    In  January  1983,  retail  prices  of  cotton 
fabrics  were  increased  20  percent  and  prices  of  manmade  fiber  fabrics  were 
reduced  to  alleviate  an  oversupply  of  manmade  fiber  products. 
Subsidization  of  prices  paid  by  mills  was  ended  and  mills,  required  to 
cover  procurement  costs  of  the  Cotton  and  Hemp  Corportation,  found  cotton 
costs  increasing  by  20-30  percent.    Rationing  of  cotton  goods  was  lifted  in 
November  1983  in  response  to  the  large  1983/8A    cotton  crop,  development  of 
the  manmade  fiber  industry  and  continued  large  textile  inventories.  These 
policy  changes  plus  a  growing  consumer  preference  for  easy  care  blended  and 
manmade  fiber  textile  products  contributed  to  a  decline  in  cotton 
consumption  during  1983  and  1984/85.    Encouraging  1985  retail  sales  of 
cotton  textiles,  a  government  decision  to  sell  500,000  tons  at  subsidized 
price  into  padded  quilts  and  clothing  and  a  new  temporary  policy  allowing 
installment  sales  of  cotton  cloth  are  expected  to  increase  1985/86  cotton 
consumption  substantially.    Longer  term  growth  in  cotton  consumption  will 
be  determined  by  the  textile  industry's  ability  to  produce  products  wanted 
in  the  marketplace,  and  its  success  in  developing  the  institutional  and 
decorative  markets  for  textile  products.    The  current  building  boom  and 
tourist  trade  is  creating  a  demand  for  items  such  as  decorative  table 
cloths,  household  bedding,  curtains,  and  sofa  covers.    China  would  also 
like  to  expand  the  domestic  market's  industrial  demand  for  non-woven  blend 
use  in  such  items  as  covers  for  tea  plants  and  fruits  trees,  and  base 
material  under  concrete  or  asphalt  in  highway  construction. 

Export  Marketing 

Prior  to  the  1983/84  season,  China  was  a  net  importer  of  cotton.  Smaller 
amounts  were  exported  in  the  1950 's  and  1970 's  but  most  observers  expected 
China  to  remain  a  sizable  market  for  U.S.  and  other  non-Chinese  growths. 
Imports  reached  a  peak  of  4.1  million  bales  only  6  years  ago.  China 
crossed  the  line  to  become  a  new  exporter  with  exports  of  800,000  bales 
during  1983/84  and  is  striving  to  develop  its  export  potential. 
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The  Raw  Material  Import  and  Export  Corporation  has  been  created  to  handle 
exports  of  Chinese  cotton  and  wool  and  imports  of  cotton,  wool,  manmade 
fibers,  technology,  and  equipment.    The  new  corporation  is  part  of  the 
decentralization  process  of  the  China  National  Materials  Imports  and  Export 
Corporation  (Chinatex)  designed  to  provide  greater  autonomy    to  provincial 
offices  and  to  expedite  trade. 

China  has  also  decided  to  establish  export  bases  for  raw  cotton  in 
Shangdong,  Jiangsu,  Hebei,  Henan,  and  Hubei  provinces  and  the  Xinjiang 
Autonomous  region.    The  plan  is  designed  to  consolidate  and  develop  the 
infrastructure  needed  to  expand  cotton  exports.    Certain  countries  located 
along  railroad  lines  will  be  designated  to  provide  cotton  for  export 
markets.    State  assisted  arrangements  for  extra  transportation  of  export 
cotton  is  planned.    Household  contracts  with  producers  will  specify  desired 
varieties  for  export  markets.    Local  and  port  warehouses,  improved  ginning 
equipment,  new  baling  facilities  capable  of  producing  international  size 
bales,  and  other  facilities  are  included. 

Projections  indicate  these  changes  will  assist  Chinese   export  growth  in 
reaching  a  level  of  3.0  million  bales  by  1990/91.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  72.5  million  bales,  a 
300,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  changes  in 
the  estimates  for  Taiwan,  Nigeria,  and  Hong  Kong  are  the  primary  reasons 
for  the  stronger  demand.    Taiwan's  consumption  estimate  is  1.2  million 
bales,  a  190,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Taiwanese  mills 
are  now  operating  at  nearly  full  capacity  and  many  are  expected  to  be 
booked  to  the  end  of  marketing  year  1985/86.    Other  reasons  for  the 
increased  projection  include  a  weakened  dollar,  increased  textile  export 
orders,  higher  cotton  ratios  used  in  blended  textiles,  and  greater  demand 
for  cotton  yarn.    Nigeria's  consumption  is  placed  at  290,000  bales,  a 
40,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Similarly,  Hong  Kong  is 
expected  to  consume  630,000  bales  (a  30,000-bale  increase).  Upward 
revisions  for  Nigeria  and  Hong  Kong  are  due  in  part  to  improved  mill  usage 
in  these  countries. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  81.7  million  bales,  up  0.3 
million  from  last  month  but  down  7  percent  from  last  year's  record  crop. 
U.S.  production  totaled  13.5  million  bales,  unchanged  from  last  month's 
estimate.    Foreign  production  is  projected  at  68,1  million  bales,  up  0.3 
million  from  last  month,  but  down  8  percent  from  last  year's  record.  Lower 
output  in  the  Soviet  Union,  Argentina,  El  Salvador,  and  Nicaragua  has  been 
more  than  offset  by  increased  production  in  Pakistan,  Australia,  Turkey, 
and  Nigeria. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  continue  to  lag  normal  levels.    December  exports 
totaled  197,000  bales,  70  percent  below  December  198A  and  the  smallest 
monthly  level  since  October  1977.    Average  December  exports  during  1980-84 
were  610,000  bales.    Cumulative  season-to-date  exports  were  reported  at  1.1 
million  bales,  53  percent  below  the  same  period  last  season.    USDA's  Export 
Sales  report  indicates  continued  slow  export  movement  in  January.  Export 
movement  during  the  4  weeks  ending  January  30  was  reported  at  176,200  bales 
(167,800  running  bales).    Total  1985/86  exports  are  forecast  at  2.8  million 
bales. 

U.S.  cotton  imports  are  up  sharply,  totaling  27,000  bales  during  the  first 
5  months  of  the  1985/86  season.    Mexico  is  the  only  reported  foreign 
supplier  to  the  U.S.  market  this  season.    Total  1984/85  season  U.S.  imports 
were  23,700  bales. 

World  cotton  trade  projections  remain  close  to  forecasts  published  last 
month.    Reports  for  the  Soviet  Union  suggest  slightly  reduced  cotton  import 
levels  as  the  Soviet  textile  industry  responds  to  General  Secretary 
Gorbachev's  call  to  reduce  dependence  on  imports.    The  USSR  export 
projection  has  also  been  trimmed,  reflecting  this  call  and  the  reduced  1985 
crop  estimate.    Chinese  and  Pakistani  cotton  exports  have  been  revised 
upward  to  reflect  their  improved  performance  in  major  Asian  markets  this 
season.    Japan  reports  cotton  imports  were  up  438  percent  from  China,  585 
percent  from  Pakistan  and  154  percent  from  Australia  during  the  first 
4  months  of  the  1985/86  season  over  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    Hong  Kong 
reports  Chinese  and  Pakistani  cotton  has  significantly  replaced  U.S.  cotton 
this  season.    South  Korea  reports  the  U.S.  share  of  Korean  cotton 
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imports  at  the  lowest  level  in  recent  years,  while  Chinese,  Pakistani,  and 
Australian  shares  show  significant  increases.    Taiwan  reports  improved 
textile  industry  activity  is  boosting  cotton  import  prospects.  Taiwan's 
1983/86  imports  have  been  increased  to  1.15  million  bales.    Taiwan  reports 
significantly  larger  imports  of  cotton  from  Pakistan  and  Brazil  have 
supplanted  much  U.S.  cotton  this  season.    Total  1983/86  world  cotton 
exports  are  now  estimated  at  19.4  million  bales. 

World  1983/86  ending  stocks  are  now  placed  at  31.4  million  bales,  slightly 
above  last  month's  estimate.    Pakistani  stocks  are  forecast  at  2.1  million 
bales  -  a  400,000-bale  increase  caused  by  improved  crop  prospects.  China's 
ending  stocks  are  placed  at  23  million  bales  -  a  2GG,0G0-bale  drop  caused 
by  improved  export  prospects.    USSR  stocks  are  projected  at  2.1  million 
bales  (a  10G,G00-bale  drop).    The  decrease  is  a  result  of  lower  ginning 
rates  and  a  resolve  of  the  Fiber  Industry  to  reduce  dependence  on  imports, 
an  action  mandated  by  General  Secretary  Gorbachev.    Minor  stock  changes 
also  occurred  in  several  other  countries. 

Monthly  average  international  prices  rose  during  January.    The  average 
monthly  "A"  Index  was  31.82  cents  per  pound,  up  344  points  from  last 
month.    Likewise,  the  "B"  Index  increased  to  43.13  cents  per  pound  (a 
217-point  rise).    There  has  been  a  general  decline  in  desirable  qualities 
of  upland  cotton  in  Latin  American  countries.    There  is  also  evidence  that 
Chinese  and  Soviet  offerings  to  Western  markets  may  have  been  restrained. 
U.S.  quotations  were  mixed  with  the  average  monthly  Memphis  price  at  69.13 
cents  per  pound  -  up  146  points.    On  the  other  hand,  the  Grl/Tex  SLM  "1" 
price  was  at  61. 3G  cents  per  pound,  a  13-point  decline  from  December.  In 
gerneral,  U.S.  prices  have  remained  fairly  stable  as  the  industry  awaits 
decisions  concerning  implementation  of  the  1983  Farm  Bill. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Colombia  has  announced  revised  CERT  (Indirect  Income  Tax  Rebate)  levels  for 
cotton  and  linters.    The  revised  levels  are  short  staple  cotton,  20 
percent;  long-staple  cotton,  14  percent;  and  cotton  linters,  9  percent. 

The  Taiwan' s  cotton  industry  has  recovered  from  its  earlier  depression. 
Most  mills  indicate  that  they  are  operating  near  full  capacity.  The 
quantity  of  exported  textiles  in  the  first  4  months  of  marketing  year 
1983/86  were  up  30  percent  over  the  same  period  last  year.    However,  the 
growth  in  value  of  these  exports  (8  percent)  has  failed  to  keep  pace. 

Taiwan  plans  to  implement  an  overall  tariff  reduction  package  in  the  first 
half  of  1986  that  will  completely  remove  the  duty  on  incoming  carded  or 
combed  cotton  (currently  2.3  percent).  Duties  on  cotton  yarn  will  be  cut  in 
half  to  7.3  percent.    Raw  cotton  will  be  duty-free. 

The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  of  February  6,  reports  sales  of  120,000 
running  bales  California-Arizona  cotton  to  Egypt  for  shipment 
February-March  1986.    This  purchase  was  financed  under  the  $40  million 
GSM-102  3-year  credit  line. 
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MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 


Early  February  polyester  price  quotations  were  mixed  in  West  European  and 
Asian  markets.    Japan  and  Taiwan  posted  gains  over  January.    West  Germany 
was  unchanged  while  Italy  and  the  United  Kingdom  indicated  a  slight  drop 
from  the  January  level.    U.S.  quotations  declined  1.5  cents  per  pound  from 
January,  reaching  the  lowest  U.S.  level  in  recent  years.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  of  upland  cotton  during  the  4-week  period 
January  3-30  were  229,900  running  bales  (RB),  154  percent  above  December  (see 
table  7).    Weekly  sales  averaged  57,500  RB.    Sales  by  staple  length  were 
228,200  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over,  2,900  RB  1  inch  to  1-1/16",  and  a  reduction 
of  1,100  RB  under  inch.    Major  buyers  were  Egypt,  Japan,  and  South  Korea. 
Pima  cotton  sales  were  not  significant. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  export  sales  have  accelerated.    Outstanding  sales  are 
140,400  RB,  compared  with  158,400  RB  at  this  time  last  year.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  72.7  million  bales,  a 
230,000-bale  gain  from  last  month's  level.    The  most  significant  change  is 
the  East  German  estimate  of  650,000  bales,  a  190,000-bale  increase. •  On  the 
other  hand,  there  are  decreases  for  Bulgaria,  Indonesia,  Italy,  and 
Yugoslavia  partially  offsetting  the  large  East  German  increase.  The 
primary  reason  for  the  revisions  is  changes  in  consumption  patterns 
reflected  in  new  trade  data  from  these  countries. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  81.9  million  bales,  up  0.2 
million  from  last  month,  but  down  6  percent  from  last  year's  record  crop. 
The  U.S.  crop  estimate  of  13.5  million  bales  remains  essentially  unchanged 
from  last  month's  estimate.    Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  68.3 
million  bales,  up  0.2  million,  but  down  8  percent  from  last  year's  record. 
Production  increases  in  India  and  Mexico  more  than  offset  a  downward 
revision  in  production  for  the  Sudan. 

U.S.  monthly  cotton  exports  continued  to  defy  seasonal  trends,  falling  to 
187,000  bales  during  January,  the  smallest  monthly  level  in  recent  years. 
January  exports  totaled  811,000  bales  last  season  and  averaged  664,000 
bales  during  1980-84.    Leading  export  destinations  during  January  were 
Japan,  South  Korea,  and  West  Germany.    Exports  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1985/86  were  1.2  million  bales,  a  level  barely  reaching  40  percent  of  the 
same  period  of  1984/85.    The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  continued 
slow  export  movement  in  February.    Export  movement  in  the  4  weeks  ending 
February  27  is  reported  at  191,000  bales  (182,000  running  bales). 
Cumulative  export  movement  through  that  date  was  reported  at  1.5  million 
bales  (1.4  million  RB). 

U.S.  cotton  imports  during  the  first  6  months  of  1985/86  totaled  31,650 
bales,  almost  5  times  that  of  a  year  ago.    Mexico  was  the  origin  of  most 
imported  cotton.    A  small  quantity  was  imported  from  Pakistan. 

World  cotton  trade  was  revised  downward  from  last  month's  forecast  as  an 
improved  Indian  export  estimate  was  more  than  offset  by  deteriorating  U.S. 
export  prospects.    The  revised  1985/86  U.S.  export  forecast  is  2.3  million 
bales,  a  drop  of  0.5  million  from  the  February  forecast.    Export  upland 
cotton  commitments  (export  movement  plus  cotton  sold  for  export  but  not 
shipped),  as  of  February  27,  were  reported  at  only  1.9  million  bales.  With 
the  inventory  protection  provision  under  the  farm  bill  reducing  the  cotton 
price  of  all  free  stocks  to  the  world  price  level  beginning  August  1,  sales 
of  U.S.  cotton  for  the  remainder  of  1985/86  are  expected  to  be  limited  to 
only  those  quantities  absolutely  required  by  foreign  mills.    However,  U.S. 
cotton  will  be  competitive  after  August  1,  and  exports  should  expand 
sharply. 


The  Indian  export  forecast  was  increased  to  reflect  India's  decision  to 
allow  additional  cotton  exports  (see  International  Highlights)  this 
season.    Reflecting  current  conditions,  import  estimates  were  trimmed  for 
Portugal,  Japan,  South  Korea,  Taiwan,  the  Soviet  Union,  and  Italy.  Eastern 
European  import  statistics  were  revised  to  reflect  updated  trade 
information  which  has  become  available. 

World  ending  stocks  are  now  placed  at  51.6  million  bales,  up  200,000  bales 
from  last  month's  level.    A  significant  increase  in  the  forecast  for  the 
United  States  is  the  major  reason.    The  estimates  for  Japan,  Korea  and  the 
USSR  each  dropped  by  100,000  bales,  putting  the  Japanese  estimate  at 
509,000  bales,  the  Korean  estimate  at  404,000  bales,  and  the  USSR  estimate 
at  2  million  bales.    Both  the  Korean  and  the  USSR  estimates  are  a  result  of 
decreased  import  prospects.    More  than  offsetting  these  decreases  are  large 
increases  in  the  stocks  for  the  United  States,  India.    U.S.  stocks  are 
forecast  at  9.3  million  bales,  a  400,000-bale  increase  caused  by  a  decline 
in  export  prospects.    India's  stocks  are  projected  at  1.9  million  bales,  up 
120,000  bales  due  to  an  increased  supply. 

Monthly-average  international  prices  continued  to  rise  during  February. 
The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  54.51  cents  per  pound,  a  269-point 
increase  from  last  month.    The  average  monthly  "B"  Index  was  45.14  cents 
per  pound,  a  199-point  increase.    U.S.  quotations  also  surged    upward.  The 
average  monthly  Memphis  price  was  70.06  cents  per  pound,  up  91-points. 
Similarly,  the  average  monthly  Orl/Tex  SLM  "1"  price  was  61.75  cents  per 
pound,  up  25  points  form  last  month's  level. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Switzerland  reported  calendar  1985  yarn  production  reached  57,500  tons,  an 
increase  of  2  percent  over  1984.    Production  of  pure  cotton  yarn  was 
reported  at  50,800  tons,  pure  manmade  fiber  yarn  at  2,000  tons  and  blended 
yarn  at  4,700  tons. 

India  has  decided  to  allow  exports  of  780,000  bales  (1.0  million  Indian 
bales)  of  long  and  extra  long  staple  1985/86  crop  cotton.    A  maximum 
156,000  bales  (200,000  Indian  bales)  of  this  amount  will  be  allowed  to  be 
exported  by  the  private  trade.    The  second  consecutive  large  cotton  crop  is 
the  major  reason  for  the  larger  supplies  available  for  export.    India  has 
been  a  minor  exporter  in  recent  years. 

Belgium  reports  textile  production  increased  3  percent  during  calendar  1985 
and  forecasts  continued  expansion  in  1986.    Belgium  reports  1985  production 
of  fine  yarn  reached  59,400  tons,  extra  coarse  yarn  1,250  tons  and  fabrics 
52,000  tons.    Projected  1986  production  is  fine  yarn  61,400  tons,  extra 
coarse  yarn  1,300  tons  and  fabrics  52,300  tons. 
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Tunisia  and  China  have  agreed  to  renew  their  countertrade  agreement 
covering  exchange  of  Chinese  cotton,  grains  and  tea  for  Tunisian 
phosphates.    The  operation  will  be  carried  out  through  a  clearing 
arrangement.    Under  the  agreement,  China  is  to  provide  6,000  tons  (27,600 
bales)  of  cotton  annually.    Tunisian  imports  of  Chinese  cotton  totaled 
3,966  tons  (18,200  bales)  in  calendar  1985. 


MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 


U.S.  imports  of  textile  products  continued  to  rise  in  calendar  1985. 
Textile  and  apparel  imports  reached  10.8  billion  square  yard  equivalents 
(SYE),  an  increase  of  6.8  percent  over  198A.    Textile  mill  products  were  up 
5.2  percent  and  apparel,  8.5  percent.    Imports  of  cotton  items  totaled  4.3 
billion  SYE,  wool  items  263.5  million  SYE,  and  manmade  fiber  items  6.3 
billion  SYE.    Leading  foreign  suppliers  include  Taiwan  1.6  billion  SYE, 
European  Community  1.4  billion.  South  Korea  1.1  billion,  and  Hong  Kong  and 
Japan  1.0  billion  each. 

The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continued  to  decline  in  calendar  1985, 
reaching  a  negative  $13.6  billion,  10.2  percent  above  1984.    Total  imports 
were  reported  at  $16.0  billion  and  exports  $2.4  billion.  Apparel 
represented  the  largest  import  categories  valued  at  $5.6  billion  for 
manmade  fiber  apparel  and  $4.8  billion  cotton  apparel.    Manmade  fiber 
textiles  represented  the  leading  export  category  at  $1.5  billion. 

Polyester  fiber  quotations  increased  during  the  month  in  all  markets  under 
observation  except  the  United  States.    Early  March  quotations  indicate  the 
largest  gain  was  recorded  in  Italy.    Quotations  range  from  46.5  cents  per 
pound  in  Taiwan  to  86.5  cents  in  West  Germany.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  export  sales  declined  during  the  4-week  period  ending 
February  7,  1986.    Sales  were  45,700  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton  and 
4,800  RB  of  Pima  (see  table  7).    Comparable  February  1985  sales  were  231,200 
bales  of  upland  cotton  and  4,400  bales  of  Pima.    Weekly  upland  sales  averaged 
11,425  bales,  only  20  percent  of  last  year's  pace.    Sales  by  staple  length 
were  48,100  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over  and  3,200  RB  of  under  1  inch.    Sales  of  1 
inch  to  1-1/16"  were  reduced  by  5,500  RB.    Leading  buyers  of  upland  cotton 
were  Japan  and  South  Korea.    Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  have  increased 
sharply.    Outstanding  upland  cotton  sales  are  265,000  RB,  almost  equaling  the 
265,900  RB  of  a  year  ago. 

SPECIAL  SECTION:  EXPORTS  BY  CUSTOMS  DISTRICTS 

U.S.  exports  declined  sharply  during  the  first  half  of  the  1985/86  season, 
totaling  only  1.2  million  bales,  barely  over  40  percent  of  the  comparable 
1984/85  level.    All  customs  districts  shared  in  the  decline  (see  table  A). 
The  West  Coast  and  Gulf  Ports  were  the  principal  areas  of  debarkation 
accounting  for  72  percent  and  18  percent  of  the  total,  respectively.  Los 
Angeles  remains  the  leading  port,  handling  42  percent,  followed  by  San 
Francisco  and  Houston-Galveston.

*Pakistani  production  increased;  exports  may  reach  record  2.2  million  bales.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  72.8  million  bales,  a 
100,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    A  significant  rise  in 
the  Chinese  estimate  is  the  primary  reason  for  the  increase.  China's 
consumption  estimate  is  now  17.5  million  bales,  a  300,000-bale  increase 
from  last  month.    However,  declines  in  both  Hong  Kong  and  Indonesia's 
estimates  partially  offset  the  Chinese  increase.    Hong  Kong's  estimate  is 
575,000  bales,  a  55,000-bale  drop.    Indonesia's  forecast  is  550,000  bales, 
a  50,000-bale  decline  from  last  month's  level.    Both  decreases  reflect  a 
slight  decline  in  the  two  countries'  textile  trade  activity. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  77.5  million  bales,  down  4.4 
million  or  5  percent  from  last  month  and  down  11  percent  from  last  year's 
record  crop.    U.S.  production  remains  unchanged  at  13.5  million  bales. 
Foreign  production  is  estimated  at  64.0  mill  ion  bales,  down  4.4  million  or 
6  percent  from  last  month  and  down  14  percent  from  last  year's  record.  The 
Chinese  crop  has  been  revised  down  nearly  5  million  bales  to  19.1  million. 
Lower  output  in  China  more  than  offset  production  increases  in  India, 
Pakistan,  and  a  number  of  smaller  producing  countries. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  increased  slightly  during  February,  reaching  192,000 
bales,  3  percent  above  the  186,000  exported  in  January.  Leading 
destinations  were  Japan  and  South  Korea  which  accounted  for  49  percent  of 
the  total  volume.    Cumulative  August-February  exports  were  1.4  million 
bales.    The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  reduced  March  export 
movement.    Export  movement  in  the  4  weeks  ending  March  27  was  reported  at 
134,000  bales,  bringing  cumulative  movement  in  the  first  8  months  of  the 
season  to  1.6  million.    Total  1985/86  season  exports  are  forecast  at  2.0 
bal es. 

World  trade  prospects  are  basically  unchanged  from  last  month.  Lethargic 
movement  near  the  end  of  the  1985/86  season  may  reflect  uncertainty 
surrounding  effects  of  U.S.  farm  legislation  which  becomes  effective  August 
1.    With  the  inventory  protection  provision  reducing  the  price  of  all  U.S. 
free  stocks  to  the  world  price  level  beginning  August  1,  foreign  mills  may 
purchase  only  those  quantities  absolutely  necessary  and  allow  normal 
inventory  levels  to  decline.    Upward  revisions  in  export  estimates  for 
Columbia,  India,  Pakistan,  and  Zambia  were  basically  offset  by  a  further 
reduction  in  U.S.  prospects. 

Global  ending  stocks  are  now  estimated  at  47  million  bales,  a  4.7 
million-bale  decline  from  last  month's  level.    Major  changes  resulted  from 
revised  crop  estimates  for  China,  Zambia,  and  Turkey.    China's  stocks  are 
placed  at  19.7  million  bales,  a  5.3  million-bale  drop  following  the 
reduction  in  supply.    Zambia's  stocks  increased  to  109,000  bales  according 
to  statistics  which  have  recently  become  available.    Similarly,  Turkey's 
stocks  are  at  334,000  bales,  a  49,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's 
estimate.    The  U.S.  carryover  stock  forecast  was  increased  to  9.6  million 
bales.

Average  monthly  international  prices  declined  during  March.    The  average 
monthly  "A"  Index  was  52,35  cents  per  pound,  a  216-point  decline  from  last 
month's  average.    The  average  monthly  "B"  Index  was  43.19  cents  per  pound, 
a  195-point  decline.    However,  U.S.  quotations  were  mixed.    The  average 
monthly  Memphis  price  was  71.75  cents  per  pound,  a  169-point  increase  from 
last  month.    In  constrast,  Orl/Tex  average  monthly  price  was  61.31  cents 
per  pound,  a  44-point  decline. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Pakistan:    According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Islambad,  the 
1985/86  cotton  crop  in  Pakistan  is  estimated  at  a  record  5.7  million  bales 
or  4  percent  above  the  previous  estimate.    Overall,  weather  conditions  were 
favorable  during  the  growing  season  despite  initial  planting  delays  due  to 
inadequate  water  supplies.    Plantings  were  up  6  percent  from  last  year  due 
to  favorable  cotton  prices.    Latest  provincial  area  estimates  indicate  a 
record  harvested  area  of  2.37  million  hectares.    The  Pakistani  export 
forecast  has  been  increased  to  2.2  million  bales. 

Pakistan  reports  their  export  movement  during  the  first  8  months  of  the 
marketing  year  (August-March)  totaled  a  record  2.0  million  bales. 

India' s  Textile  Commissioner's  Office  has  raised  the  stock  limit  for 
holdings  of  cotton  stocks  by  mills  to  a  6  month  average  consumption  for  all 
mills,  compared  to  earlier  limits  of  3-4  months.    The  average  monthly 
consumption  will  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  figures  reported  to  the 
Textile  Commissioner  by  manufacturers.    The  average  consumption  will  be 
computed  on  the  basis  of  the  full  working  month  during  the  preceding  cotton 
year,  excluding  any  strike  periods. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Early  April  polyester  fiber  quotations  were  steady  in  the  United  States  and 
Japan,  but  weakened  in  Western  Europe.    Taiwanese  quotations  continued  to 
inch  up,  reaching  47.0  cents  per  pound.    West  Germany,  which  increased  in 
March,  showed  the  largest  decline  in  April.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  export  sales  improved  during  the  4-week  period 
ending  March  27,  1986.    Sales  were  79,400  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland 
cotton  and  3,000  RB  of  Pima  (see  table  7.)    Weekly  upland  sales  averaged 
19,850  RB,  an  improvement  of  74  percent  from  last  month's  average  rate. 
Sales  by  staple  length  were  59,100  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over,  14,000  RB  one 
inch  up  to  1-1/16"  and  6,300  RB  under  one  inch.    Major  buyers  were  Japan 
and  South  Korea.    Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  continued  to  increase. 
Outstanding  upland  cotton  sales  are  571,100  RB,  compared  with  386,800  RB  at 
this  date  last  season.    Pima  sales  of  20,800  RB  also  exceeded  last  year's 
14,600  RB.

Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates," 
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World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  remains  virtually  unchanged  at  72.9 
million  bales.    However,  the  U.S.,  Mexican  and  Ivory  Coast  estimates  were 
increased  slightly.    The  Mexican  estimate  is  600,000  bales,  a  25,000-bale 
increase  from  last  month's  level.    As  for  the  Ivory  Coast,  consumption  is 
forecast  at  85,000  bales,  an  8,000-bale  increase.    Total  foreign 
consumption  at  66.6  million  bales.    The  U.S.  estimate  is  6.3  million  bales, 
up  0.1  million.    U.S.  consumption  in  1986/87  is  expected  to  expand  as 
prices  decline  under  the  1985  Farm  Bill. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  77.9  million  bales,  up  0.4 
million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  down  11  percent  from 
the  record  crop  of  a  year.    Foreign  output  is  projected  at  64.5  million 
bales,  up  0.6  million  from  last  month,  but  14  percent  below  the  record 
1984/85  crop.    Increased  production  in  India  and  Australia  more  than  offset 
decreased  output  in  Argentina,  the  United  States,  and  a  number  of  smaller 
producing  countries. 

U.S.  1985/86  exports  sag  as  attention  is  focused  on  the  1986/87  prospects. 
March  exports  totaled  188,000  bales,  slightly  less  than  February,  but  only 
a  fraction  of  the  662,000  exported  in  March  1985.    Exports  for  the  first  8 
months  of  1985/86  were  1.6  million  bales.    Total  1985/86  season  exports  are 
forecast  at  2.0  million  bales.    Exports  during  the  final  4  months  of  the 
season  need  to  average  97,000  bales  per  month  to  reach  this  projected 
level.    The  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  indicates  export  movement  during  the 
five  week  period  ending  May  1st  at  208,000  bales  (197,700  running  bales 
RB).    U.S.  farm  legislation,  which  becomes  effective  August  1st,  was 
designed  to  enable  U.S.  cotton  to  compete  at  world  price  levels.  Sharply 
increased  U.S.  export  movement  in  1986/87  is  likely  under  this 
legislation.    Forward  export  sales  for  the  next  marketing  year  reflect  this 
scenario  and  are  59  percent  above  those  of  a  year  ago.    Worl d  Agricul tral 
Supply  and  Demand  Estimates  released  on  May  9th  presents  the  first  1986/87 
U.S.  export  projection  at  a  more  normal  6.0  million  bales.    This  would 
account  for  about  28  percent  of  projected  world  exports,  compared  with  an 
average  U.S.  share  of  31  percent  during  the  five  year  1980-84  period. 

World  1985/86  cotton  trade  is  estimated  at  19.1  million  bales,  unchanged 
from  last  month's  estimate.    Increased  export  forecasts  in  Australia  and 
the  Ivory  Coast  were  offset  by  reductions  in  India  and  Argentina. 

World  ending  stocks  are  now  placed  at  47.2  million  bales,  near  last  month's 
level.    The  Zimbabwean  estimate  is  108,000  bales,  down  120,000-bales  as  a 
result  of  reduced  supply  prospects.    For  the  same  reason,  Argentina's 
estimate  has  been  adjusted  to  226,000  bales,  a  95,000-bale  decline.    As  for 
Australia,  ending  stocks  are  pegged  at  602,000  bales,  a  60,000-bale  drop 
caused  by  revised  1984/85  and  1985/86  export  levels  which  exceeded  the 
increase  in  1985/86  production.    El  Salvador's  estimate  is  86,000  bales, 
down  11,000  bales  due  to  declining  supply  prospects.    These  decreases  are 
offset  by  increases  in  the  estimates  for  India  and  Senegal.    India's  ending 
stocks  are  forecast  at  2.6  million  bales,  a  700,000-bale  increase  primarily 
due  to  the  revised  1985/86  crop  estimate.    Senegal's  stocks  are  placed  at 
46,000  bales,  a  43,000-bale  increase  due  the  revised  crop  estimate. 
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Average  monthly  international  prices  declined  for  the  month  of  April.  The 
average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  48.51  cents  per  pound,  a  384-point  decline 
from  last  month's  level.    The  average  monthly  "B"  Index  was  40.88  cents  per 
pound,  a  231-point  decline.    In  constrast,  U.S.  quotations  were  mixed.  The 
Memphis  price  was  72.88  cents  per  pound,  a  113-point  increase.    On  the 
other  hand,  the  Orl/Tex  price  was  62.13  cents  per  pound,  an  82-point 
decl ine. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

India  has  decided  to  abolish  the  Minimum  Export  Price  (MEP)  on  long  and 
extra-long  staple  cotton  for  private  sector  exports.    Furthermore,  the 
deadline  for  registration  of  export  contracts  has  been  extended  from  March 
31,  1986,  to  May  31,  1986.    The  scrapping  of  MEP  should  enable  the  private 
exporters  to  compete  more  effectively  with  their  counterparts  in  Pakistan, 
Egypt,  and  China. 

According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Canberra,  the  1985/86 
cotton  crop  in  Austral ia  is  estimated  at  a  near-record  1.05  million  bales 
or  16  percent  above  the  previous  month's  estimate.    Overall  weather 
conditions  were  excellent  during  the  growing  season.    Adequate  water 
supplies  for  irrigation  resulted  in  increased  plantings.  Harvesting 
recently  commenced  and  is  normally  complete  by  July. 

Japan  reports  cotton  imports  of  1.9  million  bales  during  the  first  8  months 
of  the  1985/86  season.    Leading  suppliers  were  the  United  States  with 
418,000  bales,  Australia  342,000  bales,  China  298,000  bales,  and  Pakistan 
247,000  bales. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Early  May  polyester  price  quotations  in  Japanese  and  West  European  markets 
reflect  the  current  softening  of  the  U.S.  dollar  relative  to  other 
currencies.    Rates  show  increases  in  dollar  terms  ranging  from  3.5  cents  to 
6.0  cents  per  pound  in  EC  markets  while  local  currency  equivalents  are 
unchanged.    The  Japanese  quotation  is  up  1.0  cents  while  the  Yen  equivalent 
is  down  slightly.    Both  U.S.  and  Taiwanese  market  quotations  are  unchanged.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  export  sales  slumped  to  the  lowest  level  this 
marketing  year.    Sales  were  25,100  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton 
and  3,000  RB  of  Pima  (see  Table  7).    Weekly  upland  sales  averaged  5,020 
RB,  only  one  quarter  of  last  month's  average  rate.    Sales  by  staple 
length  were  13,100  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over,  14,400  RB  of  under  1",  and  a 
reduction  of  2,400  RB  of  1"  upto  1-1/16."    The  major  buyer  was  Japan. 
Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  continue  to  outpace  last  season. 
Outstanding  upland  sales  are  834,900  RB,  compared  with  519,700  RB  at 
this  date  last  year.    Pima  sales  of  21,800  RB  also  exceeded  last  year's 
14,600  RB. 

SPECIAL  SECTION:    1986/87  World  Cotton  Outlook 

Preliminary  projections  indicate  world  cotton  production  will 
approximate  world  demand  during  the  1986/87  season.    Production  is 
expected  to  drop  slightly,  but  remain  above  pre  1984/85  levels. 
Consumption  is  expected  to  increase  modestly,  yet  establish  a  new  record 
level.    Stocks  are  expected  to  remain  large. 

World  cotton  production  is  forecast  at  75.5  million  bales,  3  percent 
below  the  1985/86  estimate  and  14  percent  below  the  record  1984/85 
crop.     Indications  are  that  China,  the  world's  largest  cotton  producer, 
will  again  agree  to  procure  19.5  million  bales.    Plantings  are  underway 
in  the  Soviet  Union  where  weather  conditions  have  been  favorable  and 
there  is  sufficient  irrigaton  water.    U.S.  production  is  projected  at 
11.0  million  bales,  2.4  million  below  the  1985/86  estimate. 

Projected  1986/87  world  consumption  is  expected  to  about  equal 
production  at  75.5  million  bales,  3  percent  above  1985/86.  Projected 
U.S.  mill  use  of  6.8   million  bales  would  be  the  largest  since  1975/76. 
U.S.  consumption  has  been  strong  in  recent  months.    Competitive  pricing 
under  the  new  farm  legislation  in  domestic  and  export  markets  is 
expected  to  stimulate  additional  domestic  cotton  use  and  exports.

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World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  estimated  at  73.2  million  bales,  a 
300,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  increases  in 
the  forecast  for  Pakistan,  Hong  Kong,  and  Mexico  account  for  the  upward 
revisions.    Pakistan's  consumption  is  now  placed  at  2.6  million  bales,  a 
200,000-bale  increase  due  to  improved  prospects  in  both  the  textile  and 
ginning  sectors.    Hong  Kong's  consumption  is  projected  at  650,000 
bales— 75,000  higher  than  last  month.    Finally,  Mexico's  estimate  is 
670,000  bales,  a  70,000-bale  increase.    Both  the  Hong  Kong  and  Mexican 
revisions  were  based  on  information  from  trade  sources. 

World  production  for  1985/86  is  estimated  at  78.0  million  bales,  up 
slightly  from  last  month,  but  11  percent  less  than  the  record  crop  of 
1984/85.    Foreign  output  is  projected  at  64.6  million  bales,  14  percent 
below  the  record  crop  of  a  year  ago.    Production  increases  in  Paraguay, 
Zimbabwe,  Australia,  and  other  producing  countries  more  than  offset 
production  decreases  in  Sudan  and  other  smaller  producing  countries.  World 
1986/87  cotton  production  is  projected  at  75.2  million  bales,  down  4 
percent  from  1985/86.    Both  U.S.  and  foreign  levels  are  expected  to  decline. 

U.S.  exports  slowed  during  April;  however,  cumulative  season-to-date 
exports  reached  1.8  million  bales,  87  percent  of  the  total  1985/86  season 
forecast.    April  exports  totaled  173,000  bales,  the  smallest  monthly  level 
this  season.    The  U.S.  Export  Sales  Report    indicates  exports  dropped 
sharply  in  May.    It  reports  export  movement  of  72,000  bales  (68,600  running 
bales)  during  the  4  week  period  ending  May  29.    Cumulative  exports  through 
May  29  were  reported  at  1.9  million  bales.    Leading  markets  were  Japan, 
South  Korea,  and  the  European  Community. 

Revisions  in  Pakistani,  Chinese,  and  Indian  trade  forecasts  highlight  this 
month's  world  trade  picture.    Reports  from  Pakistan  indicate  1985/86  export 
movement  will  greatly  exceed  historic  levels.    Increased  Pakistani  exports 
have  made  inroads  into  traditional  U.S.  markets  this  season.  Projected 
Pakistani  exports  been  increased  to  2.75  million  bales,  2.3  times  the 
1984/85  level.    Exports  during  the  first  8  months  of  1985/86  totaled  2.0 
million  bales.    Current  reports  indicate  the  Chinese  export  forecast  may 
have  been  understated  and  it  has  been  increased  to  2.0  million  bales. 
China  is  exporting  all  grades. 

India  reports  exports  have  lagged  earlier  expectations  and  the  Indian 
projection  has  been  reduced  to  300,000  bales,    still  more  than  double  the 
1984/85  level.    Total  1985/86  world  exports  are  currently  estimated  at  19.5 
million  bales,  1.0  million  less  than  1984/85.    The  most  significant 
revision  of  import  forecasts  involves  South  Korea  and  Japan,  where  imports 
have  been  greater  than  previously  expected. 

World  ending  stocks  are  now  pegged  at  47.1  million  bales,  100,000  bales 
lower  than  last  month.    However,  despite  the  small  overall  change, 
significant  individual  country  changes  did  occur.    There  were  significant 
decrease  in  Chinese  and  Pakistani  estimates,  whereas  there  were  significant 
increases  in  the  Indian,  Sudanese,  and  Korean  estimates.    The  Chinese 
estimate  is  19.4  mi  11  on  bales,  a  300,000-bale  decline  caused  by  improved 
export  prospects.    Similarly,  the  Pakistani  forecast  is  1.4  million  bales, 
a  750,000-bale  decline  from  last  month.    In  contrast,  India's  and  Sudan's 
estimates  have  been  increased  due  to  lower  than  expected  exports.  Finally, 
Koreas 's  ending  stocks  have  been  increased  due  to  improved  imports. 


Average  monthly  international  prices  continued  a  downward  trend  during 
May.    The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  45.82  cents  per  pound,  a  269-point 
decline  from  last  month's  level.    Similarly,  the  average  monthly  "B" 
average  Index  was  38.70  cents  per  pound,  a  218-point  decline.    In  contrast, 
U.S.  prices  continued  an  upward  trend.    The  average  monthly  Memphis  price 
was  73.55  cents  per  pound-up  67  points.    Likewise,  the  Orl/Tex  price  was 
63,85  cents  per  pound,  a  172-pont  increase  from  last  month. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Islamabad,  Pakistan  has 
announced  its  cotton  policy  for  the  1986/87  cotton  season"!    Support  prices 
for  various  varieties  of  seed  cotton  will  remain  at  last  season's  level. 
The  Pakistani  cabinet  also  announced  that  it  intends  to  enforce  the  cotton 
ordinance  of  1966  which  stresses  improvement  in  cotton  quality  and  the 
distribution  of  approved  seed  cotton  varieties.    Stiff  penalties  will  be 
imposed  on  individuals  that  violate  this  ordinance.    Lastly,  the  cabinet 
made  proposals  to  improve  the  textile  industry,  increase  domestic 
consumption  of  cotton,  and  upgrade  ginning  operations. 

Spain  will  eliminate  customs  duties  on  raw  cotton,  effective  Aug.  1,  1986. 
The  measure  is  aimed  at  making  the  Spanish  cotton  textile  industry 
competitive  with  other  EC  countries.    However,  due  to  the  new  EC  support 
system,  such  a  measure  is  not  expected  to  increase  Spain's  cotton  imports  . 

Sudan  reports  exports  of  213,000  bales  during  the  first  5  months  of  the 
1985/86  season.    Eastern  Europe,  Thailand,  Japan,  and  Bangladesh  were  the 
leading  markets. 

Indonesia's  export  certificate  program,  which  provided  subsidies  to  textile 
exporters,  will  be  replaced  effective  July  1,  1986,  with  a  drawback 
system.    The  new  system  will  allow  export-oriented  companies  to  obtain 
rebates  on  tariffs  and  duties  paid  on  raw  materials  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  the  exported  product.    If  domestic  prices  are  not  competitive  with 
import  prices,  these  companies  will  be  allowed  to  import  these  items—even 
those  previously  controlled  or  restricted  by  the  government. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Textile  and  apparel  imports  continued  to  pour  into  the  United  States  during 
the  first  quarter  of  calendar  1986.    Total  imports  reached  3.2  billion 
square  yard  equivalents  (SYE)  during  the  January-March  period,  an  increase 
of  26  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Imports  of  cotton  products  totaled  1.4 
billion  SYE,  wool  products  40.0  million  SYE  and  manmade  fiber  products  1.8 
billion  SYE.    All  leading  supplying  countries  made  gains  except  West 
Germany.    Taiwan  was  the  leading  supplier  at  457  million  SYE,  followed  by 
China  433  million.  Hong  Kong  299  million.  South  Korea  295,  and  Japan  213 
million. 

The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continued  to  deteriorate.    First  quarter 
1986  (January-March)  imports  of  $4.4  billion  exceeded  exports  of  $360 
million  by  $3.7  billion.    This  deficit  exceeded  the  year  earlier  level  by 
16  percent.    Cotton  items  showed  a  negative  trade  balance  of  $1.8  billion, 
wool  items,  $338  million  and  manmade  fiber  items  $2.1  billion. 
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Polyester  fiber  price  quotation  declined  in  most  markets  during  May. 
Beginning  June  quotations  showed  the  greatest  drop,  13.5  cents  per  pound, 
for  Japan,  followed  by  Italy,  West  Germany,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  U.S. 
quotations  were  unchanged  and  Taiwan  increased  slightly.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  fell  to  only  1,100  running  bales  (RB)  of 
upland  cotton  and  800  RB  of  Pima  (See  table  7)--the  lowest  level  this 
marketing  year.    Sales  by  staple  length  were  30,300  RB  of  1-1/16"  and 
over  and  reductions  of  15,200  RB  of  1"  upto  1-1/16"  and  14,000  RB  of 
under  1".    The  major  buyer  was  Japan. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  continue  strong.    Outstanding  upland 
sales  are  1,214,300  RB--well  ahead  of  last  season's  581,400  RB  and 
nearly  equal  1 984/85 's  total  of  1,288,600  at  a  comparable  date.  Pima 
sales  of  23,700  RB  also  exceeded  last  year's  14,600  RB.

*  1986/87  world  cotton  production  forecast  down  moderately  at  75.3  million 
bales.    Consumption  and  trade  expected  to  increase,  but  stocks  will  remain 
high. 

*  1986/87  Chinese  and  Soviet  production  up  slightly  at  19.7  and  12.2  million 
bales,  respectively.    Chinese  exports  projected  at  2.1  million  bales,  Soviet 
3.0  million. 

*  1986/87  Indian  and  Pakistani  production  down  moderately  to  8.0  and  5.3 
million  bales,  respectively. 

*  1986/87  U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  increase  sharply  as  competitive  prices 
enable  exporters  to  recapture  much  market  share  lost  in  1985/86. 


Statistics  are  based  on  the  "World  Agricultural  Supply  and  Demand  Estimates," 
released  July  11.    The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.    All  bales  in 
the  report  are  480  pound-net  weight,  unless  otherwise  noted.    This  circular  was 
prepared  by  the  Tobacco,  Cotton  and  Seeds  Division,  FAS/USDA,  Washington,  D.C.

Approved  by  the  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board  -  USDA 
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World  cotton  production  in  1986/87  is  projected  at  75.3  million  bales, 
up  slightly  from  June  indications,  but  down  4  percent  from  1985/86. 
Foreign  production  is  forecast  at  64.6  million  bales,  up  0.4  million  or 
less  than  one  percent  from  last  month,  but  down  marginally  from  a  year 
ago.    Increased  output  is  anticipated  in  a  number  of  major  producing 
countries,  including  China,  Brazil,  and  Paraguay.    Production  is 
expected  to  rebound  in  Brazil  and  Paraguay  from  last  season's 
drought-reduced  crops  due  to  a  return  to  more  normal  weather  conditions. 
Production  is  forecast  to  increase  in  China  as  farmers  attempt  to  bring 
supply  and  demand  in  balance  and  improve  overall  crop  quality.  Because 
the  economic  return  on  cotton  is  no  longer  that  attractive,  the 
Government  of  China  has  mandated  that  all  1986/87  cotton  contracts  must 
be  honored.    Any  farmer  who  violates  his/her  cotton  contract  will  have 
his/her  1987/88  contract  cut.    Lower  production  prospects  are 
anticipated  in  the  United  States,  Pakistan,  India,  Australia,  Mexico, 
and  Turkey.    Low  world  cotton  prices  are  largely  responsible  for 
decreased  output  projected  in  Australia,  Mexico,  and  India.  Inadequate 
supplies  of  irrigation  water  are  also  a  factor  in  Australia  and  Mexico. 
In  Pakistan,  planted  area  is  estimated  down  7  percent  as  farmers  shifted 
from  cotton  to  sugarcane.    The  smaller  U.S.  crop  reflects  significant 
farmer  participant  in  the  1986  cotton  program. 

World  1986/87  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  75.3  million  bales,  2.0 
million  above  the  1985/86  level.    Significant  increases  in  projections 
for  Egypt,  Pakistan,  India,  USSR,  and  the  United  States  account  for  the 
increase.    Egypt's  1986/87  consumption  is  forecast  at  1.5  million 
bales,    100,000  bales  over  the  1985/86  estimate.    The  increase  in 
Egypt's  consumption  is  primarily  due  to  its  population  growth  (at 
present  the  total  population  is  approximately  50  million).    As  for 
Pakistan,  consumption  is  estimated  at  2.5  million  bales,  a  150,000-bale 
increase  caused  by  increased  availability  and  new  spinning  units 
expected  to  come  on  line.    India's  forecast  is  7.4  million  bales,  up 
245,000  bales  due  to  lower  prices  and  increased  availability.    The  USSR 
consumption  is  projected  at  9.8  million  bales,  a  100,000-bale  increase 
due  to  cotton  being  more  price  competitive  relative  to  other  domestic 
fibers.    And  finally,  the  U.S.  forecast  is  6.8  million  bales,  a 
significant  increase  of  495,000  bales  from  last  season.  Optimism 
persists  as  consumers  increasingly  prefer  to  wear  cotton  blended 
garments  over  synthetic  materials.    Furthermore,  the  anticipated  price 
reduction  in  cotton  for  the  1986/87  marketing  year  is  expected  to  result 
in  increased  consumption. 

World  1985/86  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  73.4  million  bales,  a 
200,000-bale  increase  from  last  month.    There  are  major  increases  in  the 
estimates  for  Indonesia,  Italy,  Turkey,  and  the  USSR.  Indonesia's 
estimate  is  640,000  bales,  a  90,000-bale  increase  from  last  month.  This 
increase  is  due  to  Indonesian  consumers  preferring  a  greater  share  of 
cotton  in  their  synthetic  fiber/cotton  blend  garments.    As  for  Italy, 
the  consumption  estimate  is  1.2  million  bales,  a  70,000-bale  increase 
due  to  improved  availability.    Turkey's  forecast  is  2.1  million  bales,  a 
90,000-bale  increase  which  is  a  result  of  increased  industrial  demand. 
And  finally,  the  USSR  estimate  is  9.7  million  bales,  100,000  bales 
higher  than  last  month  due  to  improved  quality  and  supply  of  cotton. 
Offsetting  some  of  the  preceding  increases,  Pakistan's  estimate  is  2.4 
million  bales,  a  200,000-bale  decline.    Nevertheless,  this  drop  is 
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expected  to  be  only  temporary  as  increased  consumption  is  expected  in 
the  1986/87  marketing  year. 

Monthly  U.S.  cotton  exports  continue  to  decline  as  the  August-May  total 
inches  toward  the  total  1985/86  season  forecast  of  2.0  million  bales. 
May  exports  totaled  81,000  bales,  the  smallest  monthly  level  this 
season.    Exports  during  the  first  10  months  of  1985/86  were  reported  at 
1.9  million  bales.    The  Export  Sales  report  indicates  further  slackening 
in  movement  during  June.    Export  movement  during  the  four  weeks  ending 
June  26th  was  reported  as  64,700  bales  (61,600  running  bales). 
Cumulative  export  movement  through  June  26  was  reported  at  1.9  million 
bal es. 

Current  signs  point  to  sharply  higher  U.S.  exports  in  1986/87.  Forward 
1986/87  season  sales  are  strong,  considerably  above  the  depressed  levels 
of  a  year  ago  and  even  exceed  the  comparable  1984/85  period. 
International  price  quotations  for  U.S.  cotton  have  become  very 
competitive  for  1986/87  season  delivery.    U.S.  1986/87  season  exports 
are  forecast  at  6.0  million  bales.    This  level  projects  the  U.S.  share 
of  world  cotton  trade  at  28  percent.    The  traditional  level  is  about  30 
percent. 

World  1986/87  cotton  trade  is  expected  to  reach  the  highest  level  since 
1979/80.    Preliminary  forecasts  place  1986/87  trade  at  21.6  million 
bales,  12  percent  above  1985/86.    U.S.  exports  are  forecast  higher  as 
competitive  prices  enable  the  United  States  to  regain  some  of  the  market 
share  eroded  during  the  1985/86  season.    Foreign  exports  are  projected 
at  15.6  million  bales,  a  level  only  exceeded  in  the  1985/86  season. 

Reports  from  Pakistan  and  China  indicate  market  conditions  and  the 
reemergence  of  U.S.  cotton  on  world  markets  will  likely  trim  record 
export  levels  achieved  in  1985/86.    Pakistani  exports  are  forecast  at 
2.0  million  and  Chinese  exports  at  2.1  million  bales.  Soviet  exports  are 
expected  to  remain  steady  at  about  3.0  million  bales  because  of  large 
long-term  committments  with  Eastern  Europe. 

World  1986/87  ending  stocks  are  now  placed  at  46.9  million  bales,  a 
100,000-bale  decline  from  the  1985/86  marketing  year.  Significant 
changes  occurred  in  the  estimates  for  Brazil,  China,  India,  USSR, 
Pakistan,  Turkey  and  the  United  States.    Brazil's  ending  stocks 
increased  to  3.0  million  bales,  up  200,000  bales  from  the  1985/86 
marketing  year.    Brazil  is  finding  it  difficult  to  export  because 
current  domestic  prices  are  above  world  market  prices.    There  is 
evidence  that  an  export  subsidy  may  be  reintroduced.    Similarly,  China's 
ending  stocks  are  forecast  at  19.3  million  bales  (up  100,000  bales) 
caused  by  an  abundant  supply  situation.    India's  forecast  is  3.3  million 
bales,  a  210,000-bale  increase  as  a  result  of  two  successive  bumper 
crops.    The  USSR's  ending  stocks  are  1.3  million  bales  (100,000  bales 
lower)  due  to  revised  production  and  trade  statistics  (see  table  2).  As 
for  Pakistan,  ending  stocks  are  2.1  million  bales,  a  640,000-bale 
increase.    Pakistan's  ending  stocks  are  expected  to  increase  because  of 
good  crop  years  and  the  prospective  U.S.  reemergence  in  the  world  cotton 
market. 
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On  the  other  hand,  Turkey's  ending  stock  level  is  210,000  bales,  a 
183,000-bale  decline  from  last  marketing  year  due  to  limited  supply  and 
an  increase  in  textile  demand.    And  finally,  U.S.  ending  stocks  are 
expected  to  drop  significantly  to  7.4  million  bales,  a  2-million  bale 
drop  from  last  year.    A  smaller  crop  and  improved  domestic  and  export 
prospects  because  of  price  competitiveness  are  the  primary  reasons  for 
the  anticipated  decline. 

World  1985/86  ending  stocks  are  estimated  at  47.3  million  bales,  a 
200,000-bale  increase  from  last  month.    Significant  changes  occurred  in 
the  estimates  for  Australia,  Brazil,  China,  Egypt,  Greece,  India,  and 
the  USSR.    Brazil's  estimate  is  2.8  million  bales,  up  936,000  bales, 
with  India's  forecast  at  3.1  million  (up  149,000  bales).  Greece's 
estimate  is  233,000  bales,  a  104,000-bale  increase,  a  result  of  low 
international  prices  and  the  change  in  the  value  of  the  dollar  versus 
other  European  currencies  causing  decreased  exports.    Similarly,  Spain's 
estimate  is  350,000  bales,  up  174,000  bales.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
Australian  forecast  is  571,000  bales,  a  106,000-bale  decline  caused  by  a 
strong  export  performance.    Similarly,  China's  estimate  is  19.2  million 
bales,  down  200,000  bales.    As  for  Egypt,  ending  stocks  are  placed  at 
23,000  bales,  a  63,000-bale  decline.    Egypt's  stocks  are  expected  to 
decline  close  to  zero  by  the  end  of  the  marketing  year  as  domestic  and 
export  demand  continue  to  remain  strong.    And  finally,  the  USSR's 
estimate  is  1.2  million  bales. 

Average  monthly  international  prices  continued  to  decline  for  the  month 
of  June.    The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  41.04  cents  per  pound,  a  478 
point  decline  from  last  month's  average.    Similarly,  the  average  monthly 
"B"  Index  was  33.03,  cents,  567  points  lower.    These  prices  reflect 
downward  price  pressure  resulting  from  anticipated  lower  U.S.  quotations. 

June  U.S.  prices  reflect  early  1986/87  season  shipment.  Thus,  the 
average  monthly  Memphis  price  was  41.06  cents  per  pound,  a  significant 
32.49  cent  decline  from  earlier  prices  reflecting  1985/86  season 
shipping  dates.    Similarly,  the  average  monthly  Orl/Tex  price  was  31.31 
cents  per  pound,  a  32.54  cent  drop.    In  summary,  lower  cotton  prices  are 
expected  for  both  U.S.  and  international  quotations  for  the  1986/87 
marketing  year. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Egypt,  the  1986/87 
cotton  crop  is  forecast  to  be  slightly  less  than  last  year's  2.1  million 
bale  outturn.    The  Government  of  Egypt,  recognizing  the  importance  of 
cotton  as  a  major  export  revenue  earner,  continues  to  mandate  cotton 
plantings.    Nonetheless,  past  levels  of  cotton  acreage  have  not  been 
maintained.    Many  Egyptian  farmers  are  finding  cotton  to  be  less 
profitable  than  other  crops.    In  the  past,  farmers  had  shifted  acreage 
from  cotton  to  soybeans.    Recently,  however,  farmers  have  taken  some 
land  out  of  cotton  to  increase  corn  production. 

The  1986/87  cotton  crop  in  Turkey  is  forecast  at  2.2  million  bales,  7 
percent  below  last  year  due  a  9  percent  decrease  in  planted  area.  For 
the  first  time,  support  prices  for  seed  cotton  were  announced  prior  to 
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planting  enabling  farmers  to  make  their  choice  among  competing  crops. 
However,  because  producers  were  not  pleased  with  the  official  support 
price,  farmers  switched  from  cotton  to  grains  and  oilseeds. 

Pakistan  forecasts  continued  expansion  of  cloth  and  yarn  exports  to  Far 
East  markets  during  1986/87.    Exports  of  cloth  were  up  4.1  percent  to 
598,45  million  square  meters  (SM)  and  yarn  up  26.8  percent  to  128.0 
thousand  tons  to  all  destinations  during  August-April  1985/86. 

India  reports  exports  of  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  textiles  (except 
apparel)  declined  during  fiscal  1985/86  (April -March).    Exports  of 
cotton  textiles  were  reported  at  $501.7  million  and  manmade  fiber 
textiles  $40.0  million.    India  reports  export  movement  of  cotton 
textiles  was  up  to  Asian,  African  and  Eastern  European  markets, 
including  the  USSR.    Exports  to  the  United  States  reportedly  stagnated 
and  those  to  the  West  declined.

(SYE)  during  January-April  1986,  a  level  26.4  percent  above 

Calendar  1985  imports  totaled  10.9  billion  SYE.    Imports  of 

products,  at  2.3  billion,  were  up  34.6  percent  and  apparel 
1.9  billion  were  up  17.7  percent.    Higher  import  values  and 

values  caused  the  U.S.  balance  of  trade  in  textiles  to 
16.7  percent  over  January-April  1985.    U.S.  textile  imports 
at  $5.6  billion  and  exports  $854.5  million. 


Imports  of  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  items  increased  substantally  while 
wool  items  declined.    Cotton  textile  imports  totaled  1.8  billion  SYE, 
wool  53.2  million  and  manmade  fiber  items  2.3  billion  SYE.  Leading 
foreign  suppliers  were  Taiwan,  China,  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and  Japan. 

Early  July  polyester  fiber  price  quotations  were  unchanged  in  the  United 
States  and  Taiwan.  West  European  prices  and  Japanese  advanced  in  dollar 
terms,  but  were  unchanged  in  their  domestic  currencies.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  were  6,000  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland 
cotton  and  200  RB  of  Pima  (see  table  7).    Sales  by  staple  length  were 
14,100  RB  of  1-1/16'  and  over  and  reductions  of  2,400  RB  of  V  up  to 
1-1/16"  and  5,700  RB  under  1".    The  major  buyers  were  South  Korea  and 
Taiwan. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  remain  strong.    Outstanding  upland  sales 
are  1,963,000  RB— well  ahead  of  last  season's  696,600  RB  and  14  percent 
larger  than  1984/85's  total  of  1,725,300  at  a  comparable  date.  South 
Korea,  Japan,  and  Taiwan  have  all  purchased  large  quantities.  Pima 
sales  of  25,000  RB  are  also  leading  last  year's  16,400  RB. 

SPECIAL  SECTION;    Food  Security  Act  Shapes  U.S.  1986/87  Exports 

Consecutive  years  of  large  world  cotton  production  exceeding  consumption 
have  piled  up  record  stocks  and  driven  prices  to  depressed  levels.  The 
U.S.  Congress  recognized  that  U.S.  farm  program  loan  levels  provided  for 
in  1981  farm  legislation  were  preventing  US  cotton  from  being 
competitive  in  world  markets.    The  Food  Security  Act  of  1985  was  signed 
into  law  by  President  Reagan  on  Dec.  23,  1985.    It  was  designed  to 
resolve  this  problem  by  introducing  greater  market  orientation  through 
lower  loan  rates  and  marketing  certificates.    Already,  signs  are 
encouraging.    Forward  1986/87  season  export  sales  are  considerably  above 
the  depressed  levels  of  a  year  ago  and  above  the  same  period  of  1984/85 
sales.    Overseas  market  quotations  for  September/ October  delivery  of 
U.S.  growths  are  being  made  at  competitive  levels.    Forecast  1986/87 
U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  reach  6.0  million  bales,  up  from  the 
depressed  1985/86  level  of  2.0  million.    The  U.S.  share  of  world  cotton 
trade  is  expected  to  move  toward  a  more  normal  level. 

Important  provisions  of  the  Act  that  will  shape  U.S.  export  progress 
during  the  1986/87  season  include  inventory  protection  and  handler 
commodity  certificates  for  marketing  in  domestic  and  foreign  markets. 
The  inventory  protection  provision  shields  holders  of  "free  stocks"  on 
Aug.  1,  1986,  from  the  change  in  value  caused  by  institution  of  the 
world  price  mechanism  required  under  the  Act.    The  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  is  required  to  determine  the  world  price  of  cotton  weekly 
and  adjust  it  to  U.S.  quality  and  location. 

USDA  has  announced  the  prevailing  world  market  price,  adjusted  to  U.S. 
quality  and  location,  for  Strict  Low  Middling  (SLM)  1-1/16  inch 
(micronaire  3.5-4.9)  upland  cotton  and  the  coarse  count  adjustment  in 
effect  from  12:01  a.m.  July  11,  through  12:00  midnight  July  17.  Based 
on  data  for  the  week  ending  July  10,  the  adjusted  world  price  for  upland 
cotton  and  the  coarse  count  adjustment  are  determined  as  follows:

Handler  commodity  certificates  will  be  issued  to  first  handlers,  who 
have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  CCC,  whenever  the  adjusted  world 
price  is  below  the  loan  repayment  rate.    The  Secretary  may  set  the 
grower  loan  repayment  rates  as  much  as  20  percent  below  the  CCC  loan 
rate.    The  certificates  cover  both  domestic  and  export  marketing.

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World  1986/87  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  76  million  bales, 
700,000  bales  higher  than  last  month's  estimate.    Increases  in  the 
estimates  for  Taiwan,  Brazil,  and  Guatemala  account  for  most  of  the 
rise.    The  Taiwanese  consumption  estimate  is  1.6  million  bales,  a 
275,000-bale  increase  caused  by  heavy  textile  orders,  expanded  mill 
capacity  and  higher  cotton  ratios  in  blends.    Brazil's  consumption  is 
placed  at  3.2  million  bales,  a  250,000-bale  rise  over  last  month's 
forecast.    This  increase  is  based  on  updated  information  from  the 
Agricultural  Counselor  in  Brazil.    As  for  Guatemala,  the  consumption 
estimate  is  110,000  bales,  a  50,000-bale  increase,  primarily  caused  by 
increased  yarn  and  cloth  production  resulting  from  sharply  higher 
apparel  exports  to  the  United  States.    Nevertheless,  Guatemalan 
consumption  levels  will  remain  near  the  revised  1985/86  level  due  to 
apparel  exports  to  the  United  States  being  governed  by  quota. 

World  production  for  1986/87  is  forecast  at  75.1  million  bales,  down 
slightly  from  last  month,  and  down  5  percent  from  1985/86.  Production 
declines  estimated  for  the  Soviet  Union,  El  Salvador,  Nicaragua,  and 
Guatemala  more  than  offset  larger  estimated  crops  for  Australia, 
Zimbabwe,  and  a  number  of  smaller  producing  countries  in  Africa.  The 
U.S.  crop  forecast  is  placed  at  10.7  million  bales,  the  same  as  last 
month's  projection. 

U.S.  Export  Sales  reports  1985/86  U.S.  export  movement  of  1.97  million 
bales  (l.bb  million  running  bales),  one-third  the  1984/85  level  and  the 
lowest  in  many  years.    Japan,  South  Korea,  the  European  Community,  and 
Egypt  were  the  leading  export  markets.    The  Bureau  of  Census  export 
statistics  covering  the  first  11  months  of  the  season  show  exports  of 
1.9  million  bales,  as  compared  with  5.9  million  bales  during  the  same 
period  of  1984/85.    Current  1986/87  export  sales  are  sharply  above  the 
depressed  levels  of  a  year  ago  indicating  much  brighter  export  prospects 
for  the  new  crop  year.    U.S.  1986/87  exports  are  forecast  at  a  more 
normal  6.3  million  bales.    U.S.  exports  averaged  6.1  million  bales 
during  the  five-year  period  1980-1984. 

Forecast  1986/87  world  cotton  trade  is  expected  to  reach  about  22 
million  bales,  the  highest  level  since  1979/80.    Gains  in  U.S.  exports 
are  expected  to  recapture  much  of  the  U.S.  export  market  share  lost  in 
1985/86.    Foreign  exports  are  expected  to  lose  some  of  the  market  share 
achieved  in  1985/86,  but  remain  strong  in  a  very  competitive  market. 
Forecasts  indicate  Pakistan,  China,  and  Australia  will  fall  short  of  the 
record  export  level  recorded  in  1985/86.    Soviet  exports  may  decline 
slightly.    Production  declines  in  Central  America  are  expected  to  reduce 
Nicaraguan  exports  and  eliminate  those  in  Guatemala  and  El  Salvador. 

World  ending  stocks  are  now  placed  at  45.8  million  bales,  1.1  million 
lower  than  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  decreases  in  the 
estimates  for  the  United  States,  Pakistan,  China,  and  India  account  for 
the  decline.    However,  in  contrast,  there  are  major  increases  in  the 
estimates  for  Brazil,  USSR,  and  Taiwan.    Projected  stocks  were  reduced 
for  the  United  States  Pakistan  and  China  to  reflect  changes  in  their 
export  forecasts. 
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Both  beginning  and  ending  stocks  were  reduced  for  India  where  1985/86 
exports  were  larger  than  expected.    In  contrast,  Brazil's  ending  stock 
estimate  is  3.4  million  bales,  a  402,000-bale  increase  which  is  a  result 
of  improved  supply  and  decreased  exports.    As  for  the  USSR,  stocks  are 
forecast  at  1.5  million  bales.    And  finally,  Taiwan's  estimate  is 
661,000  bales,  an  89,000-bale  increase,  resulting  from  increased  imports 
in  line  with  declining  world  prices  and  larger  textile  orders. 

Average  monthly  international  prices  continued  to  fall  during  July.  The 
average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  37.44  cents  per  pound,  a  360-point  decline 
June.    Meanwhile,  the  average  monthly  "B"  Index  was  28.77  cents  per 
pound,  a  426-point  decrease.    Similarly,  U.S.  quotations  decreased  for 
July.    The  average  monthly  Memphis  price  was  38.05  cents  per  pound,  a 
301 -point  drop,  whereas,  the  average  monthly  Or! /Tex  price  was  27.80 
cents  per  pound,  a  351-point  decline. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Greece  reports  exports  of  cotton  cloth  totaling  10,641  tons  during 
January-October  1985.    Imports  of  cotton  cloth  totaled  6,330  tons  in  the 
same  period. 

Yugoslavia  has  announced  a  new  import  surcharge  for  cotton.  The 
surcharge  will  be  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  normal  domestic 
price  and  the  f.o.b.  import  price  plus  customs  duties. 

China  reports  cotton  exports  totaled  1,594,000  bales  (34,702  tons) 
duri ng  calendar  1985,  sharply  above  the  930,000  bales  exported  in  1984. 
Calendar  1985  exports  of  cotton  yarn  were  reported  as  154,728  tons  and 
cotton  cloth  as  1,673  million  meters.    Fourth  quarter  1985  exports  were 
reported  as  cotton  587,900  bales,  cotton  yarn  63,767  tons  and  cotton 
cloth  606  million  meters. 

Nigeria  has  announced  abolishment  of  the  Nigerian  Cotton  Board  effective 
December  31,  1986.    The  Board  has  been  responsible  for  fixing  prices, 
buying  cotton  from  producers  and  supplying  domestic  and  export  markets. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

The  Textile  Economics  Bureau,  Inc.  reports  world  manmade  fiber 
production  increased  its  market  share  of  total  fiber  production  in  1985, 
but  remained  below  the  market  share  reached  in  1983.    Its  world  manmade 
fiber  survey  shows  a  record  production  of  manmade  fiber  while  natural 
fiber  production  declined  moderately.    Manmade  fiber  production  was 
reported  at  34.2  billion  pounds  or  45  percent  of  total  world  fiber 
production.    Natural  fiber  production  was  reported  at  42.5  billion 
pounds  or  55  percent  of  total  production.

Noncel 1 ul osic  manmade  fiber  production  increased  to  27.6  million  pounds 
while  cellulosic  manmade  fiber  production  declined  moderately  to  6.6  million 
Polyester  was  the  leading  noncel 1 ul osic  fiber,  followed  by  nylon  and  aramid 
fiber  and  acylic  and  modecrylic.    The  United  States  accounted  for  23  percent 
of  world  noncel 1 ulosic  fiber  production.    Other  leading  producers  were  the 
European  Community,  Taiwan,  South  Korea,  China,  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
Soviet  Union,  the  European  Community,  the  United  States,  China,  and  East 
Germany  are  the  leading  producers  of  cellulosic  manmade  fiber. 

Early  August  polyester  price  quotations  were  weaker  in  most  markets  under 
observation.    The  United  States,  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  West  Germany 
all  registered  declines.    Italy  reported  an  increase  of  1.5  cents  per  pound 
while  Taiwan  was  unchanged.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1985/86  sales  were  24,000  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland 
cotton  and  a  reduction  of  300  RB  of  Pima  in  July  (see  Table  7).    Sales  by 
staple  length  were  23,300  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over;  900  RB  of  inch  to 
1-1/16  inch;  and  a  reduction  of  200  for  under  1  inch.    The  major  buyers 
were  Ireland,  Italy  and  West  Germany. 

Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  from  August  2,  1985  through  July  31,  1986, 
including  sales  of  176,400  RB  carried  forward  from  the  1985/86  season, 
were  3,092,600  RB  of  upland  and  28,900  RB  of  Pima  (See  Table  8).  Sales 
by  staple  length  were  1,931,200  RB  of  1-1/16  inch  and  over;  725,000  RB  of 
inch  to  1-1/16  inch;  and  434,400  RB  of  under  1  inch.    The  major  buyers 
were  South  Korea,  Taiwan  and  Japan.

SEPTEMBER  1986 
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World  1986/87  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  at  76.5  million  bales,  a 
500,000-bale  increase  over  last  month's  estimate.    Significant  increases 
in  the  estimates  for  Indonesia,  Brazil,  Hong  Kong,  Thailand,  and  Egypt 
account  for  the  rise.    Indonesian  consumption  is  placed  at  825,000 
bales,  a  155,000-bale  increase  caused  by  improved  import  prospects  based 
on  new  trade  information.    The  Brazilian  estimate  is  3.25  million  bales, 
up  100,000.    Hong  Kong's  estimate  is  750,000  bales,  up  50,000-bales; 
whereas,  Thailand's  forecast  is  725,000  bales,  a  25,000-bale  increase 
over  last  month's  estimate.    Both  changes  reflect  improved  trading 
conditions.    And  finally,  Egypt's  consumption  is  forecast  at  1.6  million 
bales,  50,000-bales  higher. 

World  production  for  1986/87  is  estimated  at  74.1  million  bales,  down 
0.1  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month  and  down  6  percent  from 
1985/86.    Foreign  output  is  estimated  at  63.6  million  bales,  down  1 
percent  from  last  month  and  down  3  percent  from  a  year  ago.    In  China, 
the  crop  was  lowered  0.4  million  bales  or  2  percent  from  last  month  due 
to  lower  estimated  cotton  plantings.    The  cotton  crop  in  the  Soviet 
Union  is  estimated  at  11.7  million  bales,  down  2.5  percent  from  last 
month  due  to  inadequate  irrigation  water  supplies.    Unattractive  loan 
rates  and  lower  minimum  support  prices  are  likely  to  result  in  reduced 
cotton  plantings  in  Brazil.    Production  in  the  United  States  is 
estimated  at  10.5  million  bales,  down  0.2  million  from  last  month. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  totaled  2.0  million  bales  during  the  1985/86  season, 
the  lowest  level  since  World  War  II.    Large  world  cotton  supplies 
depressed  prices  in  international  markets  to  considerably  below  U.S. 
levels,  enticing  foreign  buyers  to  switch  to  non-U. S.  sources  for 
1985/86.  Pakistan,  China,  and  Australia  made  especially  large  export 
gains  last  season.    Major  destinations  for  U.S.  cotton  were  Japan,  South 
Korea  and  the  European  Community.    Current  1986/87  season  export 
prospects  are  encouraging.    Export  commitments  reached  4.1  million  bales 
as  of  August  28.    August  export  movement  is  reported  in  the  U.S.  Export 
Sales  report  at  392,000  bales,  (373,200  running  bales),  sharply  above 
August  1985  exports  of  207,000  bales.    Exports  for  the  1986.87  season 
are  projected  at  6.5  million  bales,  0.2  million  above  last  month's 
projection. 

World  cotton  trade  is  expected  to  reach  22.4  million  bales  during  the 
1986/87  season.    Rebounding  U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  regain  losses 
made  in  1985/86.    Pakistani  and  Australian  exports  are  expected  to 
remain  substantial,  but  not  reach  records  set  last  season.  Current 
reports  indicate  smaller  supplies  in  the  USSR  may  trim  exports  to  2.8 
million  bales.    Revised  trade  statistics  indicate  the  Chinese  export 
pace  has  been  stronger  than  earlier  projections.    Chinese  exports  have 
been  increased  to  2.75  million  bales. 

World  ending  stocks  are  expected  to  be  44.1  million  bales,  a  1,8 
million-bale  decrease  from  last  month's  estimate.    A  major  drop  of  1.4 
million  bales  (to  17.6  million  bales)  for  the  People's  Republic  of  China 
is  the  primary  cause  for  the  downward  adjustment.    China's  reduction  is 
due  to  improved  export  estimates  for  both  the  1985/86  and  1986/87 
seasons  and  a  reduced  1986/87  crop.    U.S.  stocks  also  projected  lower, 
by  250,000  bales,  due  to  a  shmaller  crop  and  larger  exports. 
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Average  monthly  international  prices  continued  their  decline  in  August, 
but  at  a  slower  rate.    The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  37.16  cents  per 
pound,  a  28-point  decline  from  July,  while  the  average  monthly  "B"  Index 
was  27.46  cents  per  pound,  a  131-point  decrease.    U.S.  quotation 
averages  also  continued  to  fall,  but  more  slowly.    The  average  monthly 
Memphis  price  was  37.75  cents  per  pound,  a  30-point  drop,  and  the 
average  monthly  Orl/Tex  price  was  27.44  cents  per  pound,  a  36-point 
decline. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Philippines  report  manmade  fiber  and  filament  yarn  production  of 
26,100  tons  during  calendar  1985.    About  92  percent  (24,000  tons)  was 
polyester  and  8  percent  (2,100  tons)  nylon.    Reports  indicates  both 
polyester  and  nylon  production  to  be  subtantially  below  industry 
production  capacity.    Imports  of  manmade  staple  fiber  (26,725  tons)  and 
filament  yarn  and  monofilament  (2,293  tons)  were  above  1984.  The 
Philippines  exported  no  manmade  staple  fiber,  but  did  export  filament 
yarn. 

Our  Agricultural  Officer  in  Sao  Paulo  has  reported  that  cotton  imports 
into  Brazil  were  larger  than  normal  in  1985/86  due  to  lower 
international  prices.    Most  of  the  cotton  has  been  imported  from 
Paraguay,  Uruguay,  and  Pakistan.    Over  147,000  bales  were  imported  in 
the  first  5  months  of  1986.    Trade  sources  indicated  about  325,000  bales 
may  have  been  imported  during  the  last  crop  year. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Counselor  in  Beijing,  China  exported  about 
2.75  million  bales  of  cotton  in  1985/86.    Strong  demand  to  earn  foreign 
exchange  and  a  willingness  to  reduce  export  prices  to  meet  the  world 
competition  are  the  reason  for  strong  exports.    Exports  are  forecast  at 
2.75  million  bales  for  1986/87. 

Current  reports  indicate  improved  Taiwanese  cotton  imports  and 
consumption  prospects  for  both  1985/86  and  1986/87.    The  U.S. 
Agricultural  Officer  reports  heavy  textile  orders  boosted  1985/86  cotton 
use  above  earlier  expectations  and  point  to  a  continued  expansion  in 
1986/87.    He  reports  that  cotton  imports  during  the  first  9  months  of 
1985/86  reached  1.15  million  bales  and  may  have  totaled  1.4  million  by 
the  end  of  the  crop  year.    Cotton  use  was  estimated  at  nearly  1.4 
million  bales.    Spinners  plan  to  add  300,000  spindles  to  capacity  in 
1986.    The  report  projects  1986/87  imports  and  use  at  nearly  1.6  million 
bales.    U.S.  exports  to  Taiwan  dropped  sharply  during  1985/86  but  are 
expected  to  return  to  a  more  normal  market  share  in  1986/87. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Beginning  September  quotations  for  polyester  fiber  were  mixed  in 
international  markets.    Prices  were  reported  as  unchanged  from  August  in 
the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  while  Taiwan,  Italy,  and  West 
Germany  increased.    West  German  quotations  reached  the  highest  level 
since  May  while  Italian  quotations  are  at  the  highest  level  in  calendar 
1986.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  for  August  were  764,800  running  bales  (RB) 
of  upland  cotton  and  1,200  RB  of  Pima  (see  Table  7).    In  August  1985 
sales  were  41,000  RB  and  6,700  RB  respectively.    Sales  by  staple  length 
were  504,500  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over;  163,800  RB  of  inch  to  1-1/16";  and 
96,500  RB  of  under  1  inch.    The  major  buyers  were  Japan,  Taiwan  and  South 
Korea. 


SPECIAL  SECTION:    TRADE  BY  CUSTOMS  DISTRICTS 


U.S.  cotton  exports  continued  their  shift  toward  West  Coast  ports  during 
the  1985/86  crop  year.    Exports  through  West  Coast  ports  accounted  for  76 
percent,  up  from  71  percent  in  1984/85  and  the  5  year  1980-84  period. 
The  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  customs  districts  led  in  cotton  exports 
with  913,000  and  520,000  bales,  respectively.    All  areas  reported 
substantial  declines  in  actual  volume.    Total  1985/86  season  exports  were 
2.0  million  bales,  less  than  one-third  the  1984/85  level.    Total  value  of 
exports  was  $652  million. 

U.S.  imports  totaled  33,000  bales  during  the  1985/86  season,  a  gain  of  39 
percent.    Mexico  supplied  99  percent  of  U.S.  cotton  imports.  Laredo, 
Texas  and  San  Diego,  California  were  the  principle  ports  of  entry.  Total 
value  of  1985/86  cotton  imports  was  $8.2  million.

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The  world  1986/87  cotton  consumption  forecast  rose  slightly  to  77 
million  bales  from  last  month's  estimate  of  76.3  million.    Increases  in 
the  Japanese  and  Taiwanese  estimates  offset  a  decrease  for  Indonesia. 
Japan's  domestic  consumption  forecast  grew  to  3.1  million  and  Taiwan's 
to  1.6  million,  reflecting  improved  trading  conditions.  Indonesia's 
consumption  estimate  dropped  50,000  bales  to  775,000  bales  due  to 
reductions  in  estimated  imports  for  1985/86  and  1986/87  marketing  years. 

World  production  for  1986/87  is  estimated  at  73.5  million  bales,  down 
slightly  from  last  month,  but  7  percent  below  1985/86.  Minor 
adjustments  were  made  for  Israel  and  a  nunber  of  smaller  producing 
countries.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  10  million  bales,  down  5 
percent  from  last  month  and  down  26  percent  below  1985/86.    Heavy  rains 
and  limited  sunshine  have  delayed  crop  progress  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma. 
Continued  dry  conditions  have  caused  rapid  advancement  in  maturity  in 
the  Delta.    September  was  hot  and  dry  in  the  Southeast  area.  The 
production  estimate  in  the  West  was  unchanged  from  last  month. 

U.S.  exports  increased  sharply  in  August  as  provisions  of  new  farm 
legislation  enabled  U.S.  cotton  to  once  again  become  price  competitive 
in  foreign  markets.    August  exports  totaled  286,000  bales,  38  percent 
above  August  1985  and  the  largest  monthly  exports  since  June  1985. 
Export  shipments  reported  by  the  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  through 
October  2  indicate  movement  continues  strong.    Cumulative  export 
shipments  were  reported  at  914,000  bales,  more  than  double  the  404,000 
bales  reported  a  year  ago.    Japan,  South  Korea,  the  European  Community, 
and  Taiwan  are  the  leading  foreign  markets.    They  account  for  82  percent 
of  total  U.S.  export  movement. 

World  1986/87  export  projections  have  been  revised  upward  to  22.6 
million  bales  this  season.    Forecasts  were  revised  in  the  United  States, 
Paraguay,  and  Turkey  to  reflect  the  latest  available  information  and 
supply  estimates.    Import  forecasts  for  China,  Indonesia,  Japan,  and  the 
Soviet  Union  were  revised  to  reflect  updated  reports.    Final  1985/86 
trade  data  has  been  entered  for  Indonesia  and  Japan  in  table  4. 

Tne  world  ending  stocks  estimate  for  1986/87  is  44  million  bales,  down 
4.0  million  from  a  year  earlier.    Revised  earlier  production  figures 
indicate  greater  available  stocks  than  earlier  anticipated  for  the 
Soviet  Union.    Decreases  in  the  stock  estimates  were  reported  for  the 
People's  Republic  of  China,  Indonesia,  and  Israel.    Forecasts  for  China 
and  Indonesia  fell  213,000,  and  128,000  bales  respectively,  due  to 
revised  import  statistics  for  the  1985/86  and  1986/87  marketing  years. 
Israel's  ending  stock  estimate  dropped  58,000  bales  primarily  due  to  a 
reduced  1986/87  crop  estimate.    Brazilian  stocks  are  estimated  60,000 
bales  higher  this  month  due  to  a  revised  import  forecast. 

Average  monthly  international  prices  reversed  their  declining  trend  of 
the  past  6  months  as  worldwide  demand  outpaced  currently  available 
supplies.    The  average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  43.50  cents  per  pound,  a 
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large  634-point  increase  from  August,  and  the  "B"  Index  rose  to  32.55 
cents  per  pound,  likewise,  a  large  509-point  increase.    The  average 
monthly  Memphis  price  rose  sharply  to  44.69  cents  per  pound,  a  694-point 
climb.    The  Orl/Tex  average  monthly  price  jumped  to  45.44  cents  per 
pound,  an  875-point  increase. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Uganda  recently  signed  a  barter  agreement  with  Libya  to  exchange 
petroleum  for  cotton  yarn  and  agricultural  products. 

Yugoslavia  has  announced  higher  support  price  for  1987-crop  cotton.  The 
1987  crop  price  has  been  set  at  418.2  dinars  per  kilo  compared  with 
3U9.95  dinars  for  1986-crop  cotton. 

Brazil  has  announced  the  minimum  grower  support  price  for  1986/87-crop 
cotton  at  66.9  cruzados  per  15  kilos.    The  previous  minimum  support 
price  had  been  frozen  at  71.85  ciuzados  since  last  February.    GOB  loans 
at  harvest  and  purchases  are  used  to  support  crop  prices  at  the  minimun 
support  level. 

The  Government  of  Turkey  has  lifted  the  export  tax  collected  from  cotton 
and  yarn  exports,  effective  September  27,  1986.    Formerly,  cotton 
exports  and  yarn  exports  were  subject  to  a  G.l  cent  per  kilogram  and  a 
1.0  cent  per  kilogram  export  tax,  respectively. 

U.S.  Agricultural  Attache  reports  1985/86  season  Israeli  exports 
exceeded  earlier  forecasts.    Preliminary  reports  indicate  exports 
reached  a  record  409,000  bales,  16  percent  above  1984/85.    The  attache 
also  revised  1986/87  export  prospects  to  315,000  bales. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

Imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  continued  large,  setting  a  near-record 
pace  in  August.    August  imports  totaled  1.2  billion  square  yards 
equivalent  (SYE),  35  percent  above  August  1985,  although  7  percent  below 
the  record  July  level.    Cotton  items  totaled  446  million  SYE,  wool  39 
million  and  manmade  fiber  items  682  million.    Cumulative  January- August 
imports  reached  a  record  8.8  billion  SYE,  25  percent  more  than  the  same 
period  of  1985.    Imports  of  cotton  yam  show  the  largest  percentage 
increase  (134  percent)  and  already  have  surpassed  calendar  year  totals 
for  recent  years.    Cotton  items  totaled  3.6  billion  SYE,  wool  180 
million  and  manmade  fiber  items  5.0  billion. 

Taiwan,  Cnina,  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong,  and  Japan  are  the  leading 
suppliers  of  textiles  and  apparel  to  the  U.S.  market.    Together  they 
provided  4.6  billion  SYE  or  over  one  half  the  import  total  this  year. 
Imports  from  China  have  recorded  the  largest  increase  (86  percent)  this 
year. 
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The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continues  to  deteriorate,  reaching  a 
negative  $11. U  billion  during  January-August  1986.    The  largest  deficit 
category  is  manmade  fiber  apparel  with  a  negative  $4.3  billion,  followed 
by  cotton  apparel  with  a  negative  $3.7  billion.    Total  textile  product 
imports  were  $12.7  oillion  and  exports  $1.7  billion.    Imports  were  up 
21  percent  in  value  and  exports  9  percent  in  value. 

Polyester  fiber  price  quotations  were  steady  to  lower  in  markets  under 
observation.    Taiwan  and  Japan  reported  prices  unchanged  from  September 
while  other  markets  reported  from  2  to  6.5  cent  declines  during  the  past 
month.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 

Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  for  September  were  881,000  running  bales  (RB) 
of  upland  cotton  and  25,300  RB  of  Pima,  an  eighteen  percent  increase  over 
August  sales  (See  table  7).    Year  ago  sales  were  77,500  RB  and  21,000  RB 
respectively.    Upland  sales  by  staple  length  were  687,600  RB  of  1-1/16" 
and  over;  133,900  RB  of  inch  to  1-1/16";  and  60,300  RB  of  under  1  inch. 
The  major  buyers  of  upland  cotton  were  Japan  and  South  Korea  and  of  Pima 
while  West  Germany  and  Switzerland,  accounted  for  most  Pima  sales.

COMPONENTS  HAY  NOT  ADD  DUE  TO  ROUNDING  FAS  TOBACCO,  COTTON,  AND  SEEDS  DIVISION,  CiMP 

NOVEMBER  1986 
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Brighter  consumption  prospects  in  Hong  Kong  have  increased  the  1986/87 
world  consumption  forecast  to  77.1  million  bales,  up  105,000  bales  from 
last  month's  estimate  and  2.4  million  bales  more  than  1985/86.  Current 
reports  indicate  that  increased  activity  by  Hong  Kong  spinners  has 
pushed  up  both  consumption  and  import  levels.    Textile  industries  in 
both  Hong  Kong  and  Taiwan  report  favorable  profit  margins  during  1985/86 
and  1986/87.    U.S.  cotton  consumption,  projected  at  7.0  million  bales, 
is  the  largest  in  recent  years. 

World  production  for  1986/87  is  estimated  at  72.1  million  bales,  down 
1.4  million  from  last  month  and  9  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Foreign 
output  is  estimated  at  62.2  million  bales,  down  1.3  million  bales  from 
last  month  and  5  percent  from  the  1985/86  crop.    Expanded  output  is 
estimated  in  Pakistan  as  a  result  of  a  5-percent  increase  in  cotton 
plantings.    However,  the  upward  adjustment  in  Pakistan  is  more  than 
offset  by  lower  production  prospects  in  a  number  of  cotton  producing 
countries,  including  China,  the  USSR,  India,  Turkey,  and  Argentina. 
Production  is  forecast  to  decline  in  China  because  of  a  decrease  in 
estimated  cotton  area  due  to  more  favorable  support  prices  for  other 
cash  crops,  particularly  peanuts,  vegetables,  and  watermelons.  The 
deline  was  especially  evident  in  Shangdong,  the  largest  cotton-producing 
state  where  area  is  estimated  down  11  percent  from  last  month  and  15 
percent  from  last  year.    Yield  is  estimated  down  3  percent  from  last 
month.    In  the  Soviet  Union,  slow  procurements  continue  to  indicate 
problems  with  the  harvest.    Latest  procurement  data  on  Uzbekistan,  the 
largest  cotton-producing  republic,  indicate  that  the  harvest  progress 
has  slowed  considerably.    Production  is  estimated  3  percent  below  last 
month  in  India  due  to  a  continuation  of  dry  weather  during  the  entire 
month  of  October  in  key  cotton-producing  states.    Because  of  unfavorable 
cotton  support  prices,  lower  output  is  estimated  in  Turkey  as  farmers 
planted  more  grains  and  oilseeds.    In  Argentina,  production  is  off 
100,000  bales  from  last  month  due  to  lower  estimated  cotton  plantings. 
The  U.S.  crop  is  estimated  at  9.9  million  bales,  down  slightly  from  last 
month  due  to  excessive  rain  and  a  freeze  in  some  regions  of  Texas. 

U.S.  exports  continued  to  rise  sharply  in  September  as  a  result  of  the 
new  farm  legislation.    September  exports  totaled  over  374,000  bales,  a 
54-percent  increase  over  September  1985.    For  the  second  month  in  a  row, 
this  was  the  largest  export  total  since  June  1985.    Cumulative  export 
shipments,  as  reported  by  the  U.S.  Export  Sales  report  through  October 
30,  were  1.4  million  bales,  almost  two  and  a  half  times  last  year's 
accumulated  shipments.    Japan,  South  Korea,  Taiwan  and  other  Pacific  Rim 
countries  as  well  as  the  European  Community  (EC)  continue  to  be  the 
leading  foreign  markets,  accounting  for  90  percent  of  total  U.S.  export 
movement. 

World  1986/87  export  projections  have  been  adjusted  upward  to  23.0 
million  bales,  a  400,000-bale  increase  from  last  month's  estimate. 
Updated  reports  indicate  improved  export  figures  for  India  and 
Pakistan.    Import  forecasts  for  Hong  Kong  and  the  Soviet  Union  also 
climbed  to  reflect  these  updated  reports. 
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The  forecast  for  1986/87  world  ending  stocks  dropped  considerably  (1.5 
million  bales  from  last  month's  estimate)  to  42.4  million  bales.  Large 
decreases  in  the  stock  estimates  were  reported  for  China,  India,  and 
Pakistan.    The  Chinese  forecast  reduction  (down  900,000  bales)  was  due 
to  a  lowered  production  estimate,  the  Pakistani  forecast  (off  100,000 
bales)  to  a  better  export  picture,  and  the  Indian  forecast  (down  400,000 
bales)  to  a  combination  of  both  a  better  export  picture  and  a  lowered 
production  estimate.    The  ending  stock  projection  was  increased  for 
Taiwan  by  100,000  bales  due  to  revised  demand  figures  for  the  1985/86 
marketing  year. 

Average  monthly  international  prices  rose  significantly  in  October.  The 
average  monthly  "A"  Index  was  51.23  cents  per  pound,  a  773-point 
increase  from  the  September  average.    The  October  average  "B"  Index  had 
a  764-point  increase,  raising  it  to  40.19.    The  average  monthly  Memphis 
price  rose  766  points  to  52.35  cents  per  pound,  while  the  Orl/Tex 
average  climbed  899  points  to  41.55  cents. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

China  reports  cotton  exports  totaling  1.7  million  bales  during 
January-June  1986.    Cotton  yarn  exports  were  reported  at  103,078  tons 
and  cotton  cloth  at  921  million  meters. 

The  Philippines  reports  that  the  U.S.  market  accounted  for  70  percent  of 
the  $662  million  in  garments  and  textiles  exported  in  calendar  1985. 
The  EC,  at  15  percent,  was  the  second  largest  market.    Total  exports  of 
garments  were  valued  at  $623  million  and  textiles,  $39  million. 

Egypt  announces  1987  cotton  area  target  of  444,000  hectares,  unchanged 
from  1986/87.    Cotton  reportedly  competes  with  corn  for  area,  but  is 
less  profitable.    Egyptian  cotton  area  averaged  447,000  hectares  during 
1981/82-1985/86. 

Turkish  cotton  export  subsidy  rates  were  revised,  effective  October  17, 
1986,  from  1.9  cents  per  pound  to  4.4  cents  for  Aegean  and  Antalya 
types,  and  from  3.1  cents  per  pound  to  6  cents  for  the  Cukurova  type. 
This  was  the  third  revision  by  the  Turkish  Government's  Money  and  Credit 
Board  in  the  cotton  export  subsidy  rate  in  as  many  weeks.    The  subsidies 
were  established  to  make  Turkish  cotton  more  price  competitive  on  world 
markets. 

Japanese  cotton  imports  from  the  U.S.  have  been  affected  dramatically 
due  to  the  marketing  loan  provision  of  the  1985  Farm  Bill.  Commitments 
for  the  present  marketing  year  are  already  more  than  twice  last  year's 
total  U.S.  exports  to  Japan.    The  U.S.  share  of  this  market  is  expected 
to  approach  50  percent  for  the  1986/87  marketing  year,  up  from  a  low 
22.5  percent  last  year  (see  table  6).    Total  Japanese  cotton  use, 
however,  is  expected  to  decline  slightly  due  to  decreased  demand,  as 
evidenced  by  a  2.5-percent  reduction  in  the  number  of  spindles  since 
July  1985. 
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India  has  announced  that  it  will  permit  the  export  of  1.4  million  bales 
of  cotton  over  the  next  3  years,  beginning  with  the  1986/87  marketing 
year,  due  to  increased  carry-over  stocks  and  anticipation  of  a  bumper 
crop.    This  marks  the  first  time  that  a  3-year  cotton  export  policy  has 
been  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.    The  GOI  has  released 
215,000  bales  for  export  with  a  projection  of  a  record  625,000  bales  for 
total  exports  during  the  1986/87  marketing  year.    All  exports  are 
subject  to  the  minimum  export  prices  set  by  the  Textile  Commissioner's 
office. 


MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 


Most  polyester  fiber  price  quotations  were  steady  to  lower  in  markets 
under  observation.  The  United  States  reported  prices  unchanged  from 
last  month,  Taiwan  was  up  and  most  other  markets  reported  declines.

EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1986/87  cotton  sales  declined  sharply  during  the  4-week 
period  of  October  3-30,  1986,  but  remained  several  times  the  October 
1985  level.    Sales  totaled  216,900  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland  cotton 
and  9,300  RB  of  Pima  (see  Table  7).    Weekly  upland  sales  averaged 
54,200  RB,  compared  with  the  September  average  of  220,000  RB.    Sales  by 
staple  length  were  185,000  RB  of  1-1/16"  and  over;  26,400  RB  of  1"  to 
1-1/16"  and  5,400  RB  of  under  1".    Japan,  South  Korea,  and  the  EC  were 
the  principal  buyers. 
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SPECIAL  SECTION:  THE  IMPACT  OF  GREECE  AND  SPAIN'S  ACCESSION  TO  THE  EC 


Overview  of  Greek  Cotton  Situation 

Greece  is  a  relatively  small  producer  of  cotton,  but  the  largest  cotton 
producing  country  in  the  EC.    Greek  cotton  production  is  estimated  at 
760,000  bales  for  the  1986/87  marketing  year.    The  quality  of  Greek 
cotton  is  good,  with  a  staple  length  of  28  to  29  mm  or  1  1/8",  which 
places  it  within  the  group  of  medium-long  staple  cotton.  Greek 
domestic  mill  use  for  1986/87  is  forecast  at  750,000  bales.    Cotton  is 
a  very  important  crop  in  the  Greek  economy.    It  is  often  referred  to  as 
a  social  crop  because  it  offers  employment  to  nearly  75,000  rural  and 
150,000  urban  families.    It  also  is  an  important  source  of  foreign 
exchange.    Imports  for  the  current  marketing  year  are  estimated  at 
150,000  bales;  exports  at  140,000  bales.    Prior  to  the  dismal  U.S. 
export  picture  in  1985/86,  the  U.S.  was  the  major  supplier  of  cotton  to 
Greece.    However,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  because  of  more 
competitive  U.S.  prices,  that  the  U.S.  market  share  will  be  regained. 

History  of  Greek  Accession 

Events  leading  to  Greece's  accession  are  as  follows: 

November  1962  -  The  Agreement  of  Athens  eliminated  duties  between 

Greece  and  the  EC  and  brought  about  the  harmonization 
of  its  external  tariffs  with  those  of  the  EC,  leading 
to  full  membership. 

1967-74  -  Greece  was  under  a  dictatorship;  thus,  only  the  trade 
related  portions  of  the  agreement  proceeded. 

1975  -  Greece  made  an  application  for  membership  (the 
nation  had  returned  to  democracy). 

1979  -  The  May  1979  Treaty  of  Accession  -  The  treaty  entered 
into  force  on  January  1,  1981. 

Since  accession,  cotton  production  has  steadily  risen  from  552,000 
bales  during  1981/82  to  760,000  bales  during  1986/87.  Conversely, 
imports  have  decreased  from  165,000  during  1981/82  to  150,000  in 
1986/87,  reflecting  a  general  downward  trend.    Similarly,  exports  have 
gone  from  86,000  bales  during  1981/82  to  140,000  during  1986/87.  The 
increase  in  production  and  decrease  in  imports  can  be  attributed  to 
changes  in  EC  policy  which  are  explained  in  the  next  section. 

The  Impact  of  CAP  Policies  on  Greek  Cotton  Trade 

The  impact  of  Greece's  accession  on  its  cotton  industry  has  been 
positive,  because  of  the  extensive  support  given  this  sector  by  the 
EC.    The  subsidy  payment  for  seed  cotton  this  marketing  year  is  77.98 
cents  per  pound  with  a  payment  of  $1.09  for  lint  cotton  reflecting  a 
relatively  high  subsidy  level.    However,  the  impact  on  the  structure  of 
the  Greek  cotton  industry  has  been  minor.    Primarily  because  there  was 
no  other  EC  country  producing  a  significant  amount  of  cotton  prior  to 
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accession,  Greece  literally  wrote  the  rules  for  cotton  production  and 
marketing  in  the  EC.    Thus,  they  kept  their  system  the  way  it  was  prior 
to  accession.    These  policies  today  are  administered  by  the  Hellenic 
Cotton  Board  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
However,  changes  have  occurred  in  the  way  subsidies  are  paid.    They  are 
now  paid  to  the  ginnery  instead  of  the  individual  farmer,  resulting  in 
fewer  transactions.    Demand  for  U.S.  cotton  is  expected  to  improve 
since  Greece's  cotton  production  is  expected  to  barely  meet  domestic 
demand.    This  additional  cotton  will  be  used  for  Greek  textile  exports. 

Overview  of  Spanish  Cotton  Situation 

Spain's  cotton  production  for  1986/87  is  estimated  at  320,000  bales, 
about  the  same  level  as  1981/82.    However,  production  did  decline  to 
183,000  in  1983,  rebounding  in  the  following  years  to  get  back  to  the 
1981/82  level.    Domestic  mill  use  for  1986/87  is  550,000  bales  and  has 
been  close  to  this  level  for  the  past  6  years.    However,  exports  have 
increased  from  97,000  bales  in  1981/82  to  180,000  in  1986/87.  Cotton 
used  in  the  additional  exports  reflect  imported  cotton.    Cotton  imports 
in  1981/82  were  140,000  bales  and  are  estimated  at  375,000  in  1986/87. 
Among  countries  increasing  their  shares  recently  are  Colombia  and 
Pakistan.    Colombia  tripled  its  cotton  exports  to  Spain  during  August 
1985  -  March  1986,  becoming  the  principal  competitor  to  U.S.  cotton. 
Other  countries  increasing  their  exports  to  Spain  in  that  period  were 
Pakistan  (by  9.5  times),  Paraguay  (5.0  times),  Argentina  (by  8.9 
percent)  and  China,  which  increased  its  exports  from  25  to  1,665  tons. 

History  of  Spain' s  Accession  to  the  EC 

Events  leading  to  Spain's  accession  are  as  follows: 

November  1984   -  Informal  talks  occurred  between  Spain  and  the  EC. 

11/22/85    -  EC  submitted  texts  of  Accession  Treaties  to  the  GATT 
and  indicated  the  EC  would  inform  the  GATT  when 
ratification  was  complete. 

1/6/86    -  EC  notified  the  GATT  that  ratification  was 
complete. 

The  Impact  of  CAP  Policies  on  Spanish  Cotton  Trade 

Because  Spain  has  only  been  a  part  of  the  EC  since  January  1986,  much 
of  the  accession's  impact  on  cotton  is  speculation.    However,  industry 
experts  predict  that  production  will  increase  and  that  cotton  quality 
will  improve  as  a  result  of  new  research  funds  through  the  Agri-Med 
program.    However,  most  Spanish  officials  foresee  a  reduction  in 
textile  manufacturing  due  to  Asian  competition.    Demand  for  U.S.  cotton 
is  expected  to  remain  steady.    Similar  to  Greece,  cotton  is  a  social 
crop  that  employs  many  people,  thus  it  is  important  to  the  country. 
The  accession  is  looked  upon  as  a  positive  step  for  the  cotton  industry. 
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In  summary,  the  impact  of  accession  of  Greece  and  Spain  to  the  EC  on 
their  cotton  trade  look  positive  with  all  parties  believing  they  will 
benefit. 

Furthermore,  prospects  for  increased  U.S.  cotton  exports  to  both  Greece 
and  Spain  look  promising.

1986/87  exports  totaled  60  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 

*  Turkey  increased  import  surcharge  to  $100  per  metric  ton  for 
short  and  medium  staple  cotton. 

*China's  and  USSR  cotton  crops  reduced  to  11.2  and  17.2  million 
bales,  respectively.    Production  also  is  down  in  Mexico  and 
Paraguay. 

*  Indonesia  simplified  inport  regulations  for  all  cotton  types 
except  cotton  not  carded  or  conbed,  which  makes  up  the  vast 
majority  of  Indonesian  cotton  iirports.

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WORLD  SITUATION 


The  worldwide  consumption  estimate  for  the  1986/87  itiarketing  year 
remains  constant  at  77.1  million  bales.    A  significant  increase 
of  100,000  bales  in  Nigeria  due  to  greater  availability  frcm  more 
production  and  a  higher  level  of  imports  offsets  a  100,000-bale 
reduction  in  the  Soviet  Union  as  a  result  of  expected  lower 
production.    Mexico's  consunption  is  projected  downward  50,000 
bales  to  625,000  because  of  a  smaller-than-expected  crop.  New 
information  indicates    higher  imports  and  usage  in  Cuba. 

Wbrld  production  for  1986/87  is  estimated  at  70.4  million  bales, 
down  nearly  1.7  million  bales  or  approximately  2  percent  frcm 
last  month  and  11  percent  from  last  year.    Foreign  output  is 
estimated  at  60.7  million  bales,  down  1.6  million  or  2.5  percent 
from  last  month.    U.S.  production  is  estimated  at  9.8  million 
bales,  down  0.1  million  or  1  percent  frcm  last  month.    The  cotton 
crop  in  the  Soviet  Union  is  new  estmated  at  11.2  million  bales,  3 
percent  below  last  month.    Soviet  reports  confirm  unfavorable 
weather  and  insufficient  irrigation  water  during  the  growing 
season.    China's  crop    now  is  projected  at  17.2  million  bales,  7 
percent  below  last  month  due  to  a  downward  revision  in  area. 
Production  prospects  are  also  down  in  Mexico,  Paraguay,  and  a 
nimber  of  smaller  producing  countries. 

First  quarter  U.S.  cotton  exports  reflected  a  favorable  pace, 
reaching  1.0  million  bales,  60  percent  higher  than  the  slow 
1985/86  level  and  slightly  higher  than  the  5  year-  1980-1984 
average.    Japan,  South  Korea,  the  European  Catmunity  (EC), 
Taiwan,  and  Indonesia  were  the  principal  destinations,  accounting 
for  86  percent  of  the  total.    Although  increased  movement  was 
reported  to  most  countries,  sharp  declines  were  registered  in 
exports  to  Canada,  Ireland,  Spain,  Sweden,  Norway,  Yugoslavia, 
Egypt,  Zaire,  and  Bangladesh.    Exports  totaled  342,000  bales  in 
October,  the  largest  October  level  since  1979.  First-quarter 
cotton  iirports  were  insignificant,  totaling  317  bales.  Pakistan, 
Mexico,  and  China  were  the  suppliers. 

The  Export  Sales  Report  indicates  November  U.S.  exports  continued 
to  move  at  a  brisk  pace.  Export  movement  in  the  4  weeks  ending 
November  27th  was  reported  at  551,000  bales  (525,000  running 
bales).  This  pace  also  represents  the  highest  November  level 
since  1979. 

Wbrld  1986/87  cotton  trade  is  basically  unchanged.  Downward 
revisions  in  exports  forEgypt,  Mexico,  and  Chad  were  about  offset 
in  increased  export  forecasts  for  Burkina  Faso  and  Sudan.  Recent 
reports  indicate  Sudan  started  the  1986/87  season  with  exports  of 
88,000  bales  in  August,  several  times  the  August  1985  level. 
Total  1986/87  world  exports  are  now  forecast  at  23.  million 
bales. 
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The  world  ending  stocks  forecast  was  revised  down  1.4  million 
bales  to  41  million.    A  significant  drop  in  carryover  estimates 
for  China  and  the  Soviet  Union  is  due  to  reduced  1986/87  crop 
prospects  and  a  revised  Soviet  consunption  estimate.  Sudan's 
ending  stocks  are  projected  to  increase  by  over  54,000  bales  (to 
822,000  bales)  as  a  result  of  a  revised  export  figure  in  the 
1985/86  marketing  year. 

International  cotton  prices  continued  to  climb  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  month.    The  Nbvonber  average  Outlook  Index  "A"  level 
reached  52.81  cents  per  pound  c.i.f.  Northern  Europe,  1.58  cents 
above  October  and  an  even  larger  4.8  cents  above  November  1985. 
U.S.  quotations  made  larger  gains  than  seme  conpeting  growths, 
with  Morphis  Territory  cotton  averaging  54.25  cents  and 
California/Arizona  cotton  57.00  cents  per  pound  c.i.f.  during 
NovQTiber.    Other  markets  have  reported  similar  increases  this 
season.    In  Osaka,  Japan,  U.S.  San  Joaquin  growth  SM  1-3/32  inch 
staple  was  reported  at  36.50  cents  per  pound  c.i.f.  in  early 
August,  but  it  had  increased  to  63.50  cents  by  late  November 
1986.    USSR  Pervyi,  which  was  quoted  in  Osaka  at  33.50  cents  in 
early  August,  had  increased  to  58.25  cents  by  late  November. 

INTERNATIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

Turkey  raised  the  customs  tariff  from  1  dollar  to  $100  per  metric 
ton  for  short  and  medium  staple  cotton.    USDA  statistics  show  no 
cotton  imports  by  Turkey  from  1960/61  through  1984/85.  Some 
exports  were  reported  towards  the  end  of  1985/86,  though  none 
came  fron  the  U.S.    However,  U.S.  Export  Sales  reports  14,000 
running  bales  accumulated  exports  to  Turkey  as  of  November  27, 
1986,  and  26,500  running  bales  of  outstanding  sales. 

The  U.S.  Agricultural  Attache  reports  construction  of  Turkey's 
Ataturk  Dam  is  expected  to  be  conpleted  in  1993.    The  dam  is 
expected  to  provide  irrigation  for  445,000  acres  of  cropland  in 
southwestern  Turkey.    Cotton  is  expected  to  be  the  primary  crop 
grown  in  the  area  to  be  irrigated. 

Indonesia  simplified  the  regulations  involving  the  inportation  of 
specific  goods.    Several  categories  of  cotton  were  essentially 
the  only  agricultural  cannodities  included.    These  categories  are 
cotton  1 inters,  cotton  waste  not  carded  or  conbed,  cotton  carded 
or  conbed,  and  other  cotton.    These  did  not    include  cotton  not 
carded  or  conbed,  which  makes  up  the  vast  majority  of  Indonesian 
imports.    Indications  fron  a  recent  Indonesian  buying  team  are 
that  prospects  look  good  for  U.S.  cotton  as  long  as  prices  remain 
conpetitive.    It  is  too  early  to  tell  what  irrpact,  if  any,  the 
change  in  regulations  will  have  on  cotton  imports  from  the  United 
States. 

According  to  the  U.S.  agricultural  attache  in  Pakistan,  the 
cotton  crop  in  both  the  Punjab  and  Sind  provinces  is  making  good 
progress  due  to  favorable  weather.  Earlier  in  the  season,  there 
had  been  some  problan  with  insect  infestation,  especially  in  the 
Sind.  However,  timely  pest  control  measures  have  proved 
effective.  Harvesting  is  nearly  complete  in  the  lower  Sind  with 
more  than  75  percent  of  the  crop  delivered  to  the  gins.    In  the 
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middle  Sind,  approximately  50  percent  of  the  crcp  has  been 
harvested.    Picking  operations  are  underway  in  the  upper  Sind. 
In  the  Punjab,  about  80  percent  of  the  crag  has  reached  the 
fiojiting  state.    The  first  picking  is  nearly  carplete  in  all 
zones  and  the  second  picking  has  ccninenced  in  roost  zones.  The 
crop  is  generally  free  fron  pest  infestation.    Production  of 
cotton  in  Pakistan  is  estimated  at  5.5  milion  bales,  slightly 
below  last  year's  record  crop  of  5.7  million. 

MANMADE  FIBERS  AND  TEXTILES 

U.S.  imports  of  textiles  and  apparel  continue  to  arrive  in  record 
numbers.    Total  iitports  of  textiles  and  apparel  reached  10.8 
billion  square  yard  equivalents  (SYE)  during  the  Jaunary-October 
period,  19  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1985.    Cotton  items 
totaled  4.3  billion  SYE,  wDol  items,  234.8  million  and  manmade 
fiber  6.2  million  SYE.    Taiwan,  China,  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong, 
and  Japan  are  the  leading  suppliers,  accounting  for  52  percent  of 
the  total.    China  has  posted  the  largest  increase  with  a  gain  of 
74  percent  this  year. 

The  U.S.  textile  trade  balance  continued  to  decline,  reaching  a 
negative  $13.8  billion  during  January-October  1986,  19  percent 
larger  than  the  negative  $11.6  billion  in  the  same  1985 
period.    The  largest  deficit  categories  are  manmade  fiber,  with  a 
negative  $  6.2  billion,  and  cotton,  with  a  negative  $5.6  billion. 
U.S.  imports  totaled  $15.9  billion  and  exports  $2.2  billion. 

Polyester  price  quotations  were  steady  to  higher  during  October 
1986.    Beginning  of  Novonber  quotations  were  reported  unchanged 
in  the  United  States,  Taiwan,  and  the  United  Kingdom,  vrfiile 
higher  in  other  markets  under  obseirvation.

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EXPORT  SALES  AND  MARKET  OPPORTUNITIES 


Marketing  year  1986/87  sales  for  the  4-week  period  of  October 
31-Noveniber  27,  1986,  were  213,100  running  bales  (RB)  of  upland 
cotton  and  12,500  RB  of  Pima  (see  table  7),  unchanged  from  the 
previous  4  weeks.    These  sales  are  258  percent  above  the  87,500 
RB  sold  in  Novenber  1985.    Sales  by  staple  length  were  154,700  RB 
of  1-1/16"  and  over;  48,000  RB  of  1"  to  1-1/16"  and  10,400  RB 
under  1".    Japan,  South  Korea,  the  EC,  and  Indonesia  were  the 
principal  buyers. 

SPECIAL  SECTION:  HIGHLIGHTS  OF  INTERNATIONAL  COTION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 
MEETING,  BUENOS  AIRES,  ARGENTINA,  OCTOBER  29-NOVEMBER  1,  1986 

The  United  States  participated  in  annual  meetings  of  two 
international  cotton  organizations,  the  International  Institute  for 
Cotton  (lie),  and  the  International  Cotton  Advisory  Committee 
(ICAC),  held  this  year  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  on  October  27 
(lie)  and  October  28  -  November  1  (ICAC).    The  IIC,  with  nine 
cotton-producing  countiry  members,  carries  out  generic  promotion  and 
fiber  research  in  Western  Europe  and  Japan.    About  45  cotton 
producing  and  iirporting  countries  belong  to  the  ICAC.    The  ICAC 
collects  and  disseminates  information  on  world  cotton  production, 
trade,  consutption,  stocks  and  prices,  as  well  as  on  textiles 
insofar  as  they  affect  the  cotton  econot^,  and  provides  a  forxim  for 
international  discussions  on  the  world  cotton  econany.    This  year, 
ICAC's  general  sessions  were  dcminated  by  discussions  on  the  world 
cotton  surplus. 

The  tone  of  the  45th  Plenary  of  the  ICAC  was  contructive  and  not 
generally  confrontational,  though  many  delegations  evidenced 
considerable  concern  about  the  effect  of  the  current  world  cotton 
smrplus  on  prices  and  earnings.    U.S.  donestic  cotton  price  support 
policy  also  came  in  for  criticism,  although  the  ICAC  Secretariat 
and  the  U.S.  delegation  stressed  the  inportance  of  a  balanced  view 
of  the  U.S.  programs  aimed  at  making  U.S.  cotton  competitive  once 
again  in  world  markets. 

The  People's  Republic  of  China  (PRC)  now  accounts  for  one-fourth  of 
world  production  and  consumption.    The  growing  importance  of  the 
PRC  as  a  cotton  producer  and  exporter  was  generally  recognized. 
Delegates  called  for  a  study  of  world  stocks  by  quality  to 
supplement  the  lack  of  information  on  PRC  supplies.    The  PRC  is  not 
a  monber  of  the  ICAC. 

The  ICAC  Executive  Director  predicted  that  the  cotton  outlook  was 
for  stronger- than-expected  growth  in  world  consutption  in  the  next 
5  years  and  called  attention  to  recent  inprovements  in  world 
prices. 
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The  view  was  expressed  by  many  cotton  producing  countries  that  the 
readjustment  of  area  and  production  should  be  the  responsibility  of 
those  producers  whose  policies  had  contributed  most  to  the  world 
surplus.    Many  developing  countries  stated  they  are  not  in  a 
position  to  further  restrict  their  cotton  area,  as  cotton  is 
important  for  employment,  foreign  exchange  earnings,  and  raw 
material  for  domestic  industries,  just  to  name  a  few  important 
areas. 

SPECIAL  SECTION;    CHINESE  RAMIE  PRODUCTION 

The  U.S.  agricultural  counselor  in  Beijing  reports  production  of 
the  Chinese  Cinderella  crop,  ramie,  is  centered  in  the  provinces  of 
Hunan  and  Hubei.    Ramie  production  is  reported  not  under  strict 
Government  control.    Apparently  there  are  no  fixed  Government 
quotas  on  prices  and  output  responds    to  market  forces.  About 
one-half  the  crop  is  purchased  by  the  Government  and  the  rest  sold 
by  farmers  directly  to  textile  mills.    Farmers  do  the  initial 
processing  of  the  crop  before  sale  to  remove  the  fibers  fron  the 
stems.    The  second  round  of  processing  to  remove  glutinous  material 
is  done  by  the  mills.    The  National  Ramie  Research  Center  is  in 
Yuanzhang  County  of  Hunan  Province. 

Profitable  returns  have  boosted  ramie  production  is  recent  years. 
Total  Chinese  production,  estimated  at  50,000  tons  in  1984,  jumped 
to  82,000  tons  in  1985,  and  is  expected  to  rise  substantially  this 
season.
